OPENING SESSION, COURT HOUSE, 10:30 A. M. 
President Whitley: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: It is my pleasure and duty to call to- 
gether the forty-fourth annual convention of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. I will ask you to stand while the 
Rev. J. Lewis Thornburg asks God’s blessings on our convention. 


Rev. Thornburg: Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, it is but 
right and fitting that this convention should be opened in the name 
of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost, invoking Thy 
great benediction upon this gathering for we realize, our Father, 
that nothing is worth-while or can be accomplished without Thee. 
We thank Thee for Thy loving kindness and Thy tender mercy to 
each one of us, manifested to the various communities of this great 
state and nation. Please accept our gratitude as a token of our 
love and affection to Him who first loved us, and enable us to show 
forth this gratitude towards one another, toward our communities, 
toward our country, our nation and by living lives of usefulness 
thereto. Especially, Heavenly Father, would we thank Thee for 
the various causes of safety and protection that our government 
has seen fit to throw about us.

Help the citizenship 
thereof to appreciate more fully the care and the protection and the 
safety that is assured by this phase of municipal government. We 
pray Thee to guide and direct the officers of this organization and 
enable each and every one of its members to realize that their 
deeds of service are more than of commercial value and that they 
are rendering a humanitarian service. Enable us all that we might 
catch the spirit of our Master and our Lord who went about doing 
good. We ask Thee specially to pardon us our sins and failures in 
the past. Enable. us to go forward in these times of crises, hard- 
ships, with a firm resolve to let people know that we are followers 
of the conquering King and Saviour who has liberated humanity 
from the throes of bondage of death and grief thereby enabling us 
to look forward to newness of life. We ask Thee at this time to 
bless the leaders of our great country and the world. Heavenly 
Father, may we realize with faith and hope that these times might 
be but the dawn of a new era. Give us men, Oh God, who will lead 
us through, triumphantly to a successful victory. And enable us to 
do Thy will, not only here through this convention, but when we go. 
home to our respective communities, bless all causes and lawful oc- 
cupations whether they be on land or sea, or in the air, and help us 
to realize that in the beginning when God created the heavens and 
the earth, He created man that he might have dominion over them. 
May we always cause the things which we make to be our servants 
and not our masters, for if they are that, we shall be destroyed 
thereby. Grant these things with the prayers which the leaders 
and officers and the membership of this great organization of 
North Carolina Firemen now present before Thy throne, we humb- 
ly ask in the name of Jesus. Amen. 


President: 


We will remain standing, and I will ask Frank Shaw’s Band to 
play America. (The Band plays, while the audience joins in sing- 
ing America). 

President: 


We will now have the address of welcome by the mayor of this 
beautiful city, Honorable E. R. Rankin. (Applause). 
Mayor Rankin: 


Mr. President and Members of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association: Statesville is very happy today and glad of the © 
opportunity to welcome you men, members of the organization 
which means so much to the economic life of our state. Suppose 
we were to awaken in the morning and found every fire fighting 
department in North Carolina disbanded, their apparatus junked, 
and sent back to the factory, what would happen? Immediately

insurance rates would rise to untold heights, making it burdensome 
for every policyholder in the state to meet the premiums on his 
policies.. So, gentlemen, I say to you today you are necessary to 
the economic life of our state. North Carolina today is proud of 
you, proud of your past, and proud of your present, proud of the 
work you have all been doing in carrying forward the policy of your 
insurance, the fraternal features of your organization. 


My friends, as you turn the pages of your history and see the 
splendid activities that have been handed down, you gentlemen have 
a wonderful heritage, the best there is to carry on and not break 
faith with these fellows who have made the supreme sacrifice, and 
as your hands become tottering and your eyes weak, you will pass 
on to the future generations, probably yet unborn, the best there 
is in you to carry on and measure up to the past that has been set 
for you. (Applause). . 


You gentlemen will find people here in Statesville very much 
like the ones you left at home, not much difference. If there is any- 
thing that any of you want, any information or anything that we 
can do for you, you are going to find it a pleasure for any citizen 
whom you might stop on the street and ask anything that they can 
do for you. It will be their pleasure to do it. And as you have 
your final sessions, and wind your way back to your homes and 
friends, we hope that your little stay here in our city will linger in 
your hearts so that some day in the near future you will come back 
to what we think is the best town in North Carolina. )Applause) 


I thank you. 
President: 
Gentlemen: I have the pleasure of presenting to you this 


morning one of North Carolina’s best known firemen, who will ad- 
dress us on behalf of the firemen in the city of Statesville, Mr. John 


G. Lewis. (Applause). 


Mr. Lewis: 


Mr. President and Members of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association, Ladies and Gentlemen: It is indeed a pleasure 
to welcome you fellow firemen to this city on a great occasion like 
this. I don’t know when I have had a greater pleasure than that 
of seeing the Firemen’s conventions in Statesville. Ever since I 
have been a fireman, which is a number of years longer than I’d 
like to tell, I have wanted to see this Association come to States- 
ville, and show you what a good time we boys would try to give 
you. I was talking to one of the citizens this morning. He said, 
“We think so much of the Firemen’s Association that some of us 
lay awake all night and listened to it.” (Laughter) (Applause). 

We all in Statesville welcome you, and hope that you will have 
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a good time, and if you want anything in the world that we have 
got, we will give it to you freely. All that we ask you to do is 
not to take the town back with you. You may have anything else 
that you want. I want to say this in behalf of the firemen. I have 
been one for a large number of years. When I was a boy I was 
taught to reverence and honor the old Civil War veterans. It was 
a memory that I cherished, and I learned to reverence the firemen 
in much the same way as those old war veterans for the reason 
that I think that people that go out into the night without any pay 
—surely without adequate pay—and face the danger of death in 
order to save the property and life of the citizenship of this great 
state. In behalf of this city and the firemen it gives me great 
pleasure to welcome you here. I hope you will make your visit here 
very beneficial and have the very best time that is possible. I thank 
you. Applause). 


President: 


If you all felt the same way that John Lewis does, we would 
all have a wonderful time. We will now have an address of wel- 
come by Mr. A. J. Salley in behalf of the Rotary Club. (Applause). . 


Mr. Salley: 


Mr. President and Members of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association, Ladies and Gentlemen: Statesville considers 
herself indeed proud that you selected our city to meet in your 
forty-fourth annual convention. We are indeed happy to have you 
with us, and as my friend has just said, anything that we can do 
for you let us know. Especially on behalf of the Rotary Club of 
Statesville do I wish to welcome you in our midst. The nights 
when you have been called on to go out when your uniforms would 
be coated with ice and sleet—many nights you have gone out in 
midsummer and you have fought fires when you were already hot 
enough, and in the meantime men, women and children were sleep- 
ing peacefully in their homes unaware of the dangers that con- 
fronted you and the efforts you were putting forth. Every man, 
woman and child in North Carolina owes the firemen a debt of 
gratitude. I only wish, gentlemen, that there was some way that 
we could thank you for the fine work which you do for us, for 
which, Mr. Lewis said, you are inadequately paid. In telling you 
that we welcome you, we mean every word of it, and we wish that 
there was some way that we could meet and shake hands with each 
one of you individually. If there are Rotarians, visiting Rotarians, 
it is my pleasure to extend an invitation to meet with us and make 
up your attendance with our Club. We wish for you in the future, 
the idea of which can best be expressed by a little story that I will 
try and relate to you. At one time the study of elephants was tak- 
en up by a Club, and four men were appointed to delve into this 
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big subject, a German, a Frenchman, an Englishman, and an Amer- 
ican were selected to go into the subject. The Englishman went 
out and he made a very great study of the question of elephants, 
and he came back with a tremendous volume, about eighteen inches 
long and three inches thick. He threw it down on the table and an- 
nounced as his subject “Elephants and Their Care.” The German 
came back and he had a very large book prepared, and he said his 
subject was “The Elephant, and What He Eats.” The Frenchman 
came and he laid down a gilded-paged volume, and announced his 
subject as “Elephants and How They Love.” The American walked 
in and threw a manuscript of four pages on the table and says, 
“Bigger and Better Elephants.” (Laughter). That is my wish to 
you. (Applause). 


President: 


We will now have an address of welcome on behalf of the 
Lion’s Club, by District Governor Hugh G. Mitchell. 


Mr. Mitchell: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association: Sometime ago when that outstanding 
member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, John 
Lewis, who is the President of the Stateville Lion’s Club, came to 
me and extended me this invitation to bring a little greeting to this 
great Association, on behalf of the Lion’s Clubs throughout North 
Carolina, I was signally appreciative of the honor because I ap- 
preciated the wonderful spirit of this great organization, of the 
wonderful service throughout this great state of ours. In fact the 
spirit of preparedness reminded me of a little thing that happened 
sometime ago before the days of prohibition. Two of my good 
friends, one from Raleigh, and the other from Salisbury, each eve- 
ning, unfortunately went to an old stump and pulled out a jug they 
had there. There was a little whiskey in it, they turned it up, took 
a little “swig.’”’ One evening while in the act of putting the jug to 
his lips to take a little drink, he heard a terrible sound. He looked 
at his feet and saw a rattlesnake coiled and ready to strike. He 
said to the snake, “Strike ... you, I was never better prepared in 
my life.” (Applause). Gentlemen, that is the spirit of this won- 
derful organization, always prepared. Seriously speaking, the 
greatest of all teachers, years and years ago said “Greater love 
hath no man, than he give his life for that of a friend.” In the 
modern language, that is the thing that characterizes the firemen 
of North Carolina and other great states. We eulogize the great 
unselfish service rendered your communities. Little do we pueeue 
appreciate the great service that you render to us; we don’t ap- 
preciate as much as we should, I fear, the great unselfish service 
rendered humanity. Yes, it is true, that those of us who are not 
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serving in your ranks are at home asleep, as one man who pre- 
ceded me has said, while you were fighting, in all kinds of weather, 
doing it unselfishly, doing without proper recompense to what you 
are undertaking, doing it because you have the right spirit. There 
are other great services that you are rendering, along with fight- 
ing fire, there are other major activities in your organization. I 
know there are men here from the fire departments in the differ- 
ent cities of this state who, during their spare moments, Mr. Pres- 
ident, in mending broken toys for little children who are poor; 
they use their spare time in providing employment for those who 
are in need throughout North Carolina. You don’t stop with fight- 
ing fire, you go on day after day helping humanity, and I say to you 
that no organization in North Carolina, whether it be the Lions, 
the Rotarians, Kiwanis, Civitans, or what-not, none of us have 
any more beautiful ideals of service to humanity than this great 
body of men composing this Association in North Carolina. So in 
representing a great service organization, that I bring greetings to 
yours, a great service organization, to men who are interested in 
the same work for humanity that we do, we recognize the sterling 
worth of you men assembled here, your unselfish love and devotion 
to humanity. Continue this one work, and you will continue to 
serve your communities and carry on in the great work of the past 
and on to the future, and give those citizens in your communities 
an opportunity to follow your example, inspire them to carry on 
this wonderful work, I say to you, your service to humanity, there 
can be no greater, more whole-hearted citizens in your commun- 
ities than those who are serving in the ranks of this great organ- 
ization, the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. (Ap- 
plause).. 


President: 


Folks: I have the pleasure of presenting to you a fellow who 
will respond to the address of welcome, Mr. Edward Clark, of 
New Bern, N. C. 


Mr. Clark: 


Mr. President, Honorable Mayor, Gentlemen Representing the 
Various Civic Organizations of This City: On behalf of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, I wish to thank you for the 
warm words that have greeted this body of men here in your midst 
today. It is indeed a great pleasure for any part of North Caro- 
lina to visit this great city of yours, rich in historic facts of the 
past, renowned for its production of famed men, great and able 
statesmen. And may I say that a great pioneer, that has always 
stood for the development and progress of this state—the Honor- 
able James Iredell, you honored him by naming this great county 
for him. (Applause), Then you also have the Honorable Augustus 
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Leazer who was an able legislator and a great statesman. (Ap- 
plause). You also have the Honorable J. B. Holman who was an 
able legislator and statesman. (Applause). And in the Spanish- 
American War, one of your great citizens won fame and distinc- 
tion by his military genius, General James F. Armfield. (Prolonged 
Applause). Any community in this state would have been proud 
to have the honor of claiming either one of these gentlemen as 
their own. You also had—and I speak with feeling when I refer 
to him, a personal acquaintance—one of the greatest, ablest and 
most learned lawyers that this state has ever produced, and a jurist 
that presided over the courts of this state, was that dearly beloved 
citizen of yours, Judge Benjamin F. Long. (Applause). Then you 
also are signally honored in having a Lieutenant-Governor, Honor- 
able W. Lee Turner. (Applause). Then again you are signally 
honored in having, at the present time, as Secretary of State, Hon- 
orable J. A. Hartness. (Applause). There are many other great 
men that this community has produced, but these in themselves 
are worthy of commendation, and worthy of your being proud of 
them. 

I have been a fireman, myself, for many years. I have reached 
the point in physical life—like we all have to reach—that we can- 
not render the active service that we would like to render. I know 
full. well the hardships there were when I was a young fireman. 
We didn’t have the modern conveniences that we have now, or the 
modern equipment. I have almost exhausted myself in pulling a 
hose reel through sand, knee-deep, in order to get to a fire. Those 
were hard and trying times, and I want to tell you, my friends, 
that the words that have been spoken to you about the worth and 
valor and loyalty of our firemen, every word that has been spoken 
is absolutely true and the people of North Carolina ought to high- 
ly appreciate this wonderful organization. (Applause). We don’t 
have the glamor or excitement that prevailed in past days, or the 
clattering of horse hooves, or the roaring of the engine, but I want 
to tell you one thing that does prevail, and it is predominant not 
only in the daytime, but all night long, that is the siren. (Laugh- 
ter). Itisa wonderful noise. I don’t know, when the gentleman 
referred to being amused at a late hour of night, whether it was a 
pleasure or not, but I enjoyed it at an unusual late hour myself, 
last evening. (Laughter). . 

There is a sad incident that I want to relate to you gentlemen. 
f June, in the early morning, we had a tragedy in 
our young firemen, in the prime of young 
he call of fire and it was reported that he 
and two others were the first on the scene of the fire on ps river 
front, a tremendously big warehouse, and at the end of t nal 
house was a large barge and tug boat. The fire was in the en 
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of that warehouse, and when he heard the screams of a female 
voice crying for help, without hesitation he made his way into the 
rear of that warehouse. And before he could render the assistance 
he was endeavoring to do, the flames burst forth from the rear of 
that warehouse, they had him penned between the tug boat, the 
barge, and the warehouse. The heat had become so intense that 
the barge became in flames, the only thing that he could do to pre- 
vent being burned alive was to jump overboard, and not being a 
swimmer, with his heavy boots and his uniform on, he sank to a 
watery grave, (audience shows evidence of intense emotion) and 
when the fact became known, which was shortly thereafter on ac- 
count of his activities, “Where is Edgar Elliott?” the young man 
that went with him said. He hurried out to the end of the pier, 
“Edgar Elliott cannot be found.” <A diligent search was made 
throughout the day and that night to find the body of Edgar ElI- 
liott. At last they found him. They went home to that broken- 
hearted mother, and said,‘“Mother, we have found Edgar, your son. 
He has paid the supreme sacrifice. He has given his life in the 
performance of duty to save property, and lives.” I want to tell 
you, it was a sad occasion. It shows you that patriotism exists 
within the bosom of every fireman. You talk about unselfishness,: 
if it wasn’t for that spirit of patriotism there would not be any 
unselfishness. And in the giving of his life as he did, in my opinion 
no soldier ever trod the field of battle in defense of his country that 
made the supreme sacrifice in giving his life is any more worthy 
of any more reward that Edgar Elliott was . (Prolonged applause). 
That is my appraisal of you gentlemen who are serving in this 
worthy organization throughout this state. Let me say this in con- 
clusion. 

We are represented from all parts of the state here this morn- 
ing. I think that it is an opportune time—while it may not be in 
direct response to this weleome—there has been a most dangerous 
effort made to create sectionalism in this state. (Pause). .What- 
ever is the interest of the west is to the interest of both the east 
and west in the development and progress in North Carolina. Af- 
ter all, we are patriotic North Carolinians. (Prolonged applause). 
So let us turn a deaf ear whenever some petty politician comes 
around and tries to stir some sectional feeling in your breast 
against any part of this great commonwealth. We have able men 
in North Carolina, and I am glad to see that we are well repre- 
sented in ability here with some of our officials this morning, the 
Attorney General of our great state. 


Another thing I want to say, coming to you from Newbern, 
before I close. I want to tell you that we people of Newbern feel 
with a deep gratitude and appreciation for the great honor that 
you have conferred upon our city in naming from it, your presi- 
dent for the past year. “Our Bob Whitley,” as we know him down 
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home. I don’t know what progress you are making up here, but 
I believe that if you had “Bob” up here, you would see things 
move. He takes a great interest in all civic affairs, gives his time, 
and he is intensely interested and does what he can for the up- 
building of our little city. So, I want to tell you and bring a mes- 
sage from our people that we are deeply indebted to you all for 
having our citizen as your president. 


Let me say in conclusion, in reference to that feeling that 
burns within my breast about that attempt to create this section- 
alism in this good state, just remember one thing—seriously re- 
member one thing—that: “United we stand; divided, we fall.” 
(Applause). (Frank Shaw’s Band plays a selection at this time). 


President: 


As I understand it, we have a rare treat in store for you folks 
at this time. I am going to ask our old friend and comrade, Sher- 
wood Brockwell, to present this speaker to you at this time. (Ap- 
plause). 


Mr. Brockwell: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: You will notice that after the splendid 
address, the inspirational address, we had from our good friend 
Clark of Newbern, the Greensboro Band sprang up that spiel so 
they could present me. (Laughter). I appreciate that. Now you 
notice that our good friend John Lewis spoke about the Civil War. 
Mr. Clark of Newbern spoke about the Spanish-American, they 
ain’t been nowhere yet. At the close of the Mexican War, when 
Stephen Earnhardt, there, and Charlie Schnibben and I laid down 
our drums and started home, we decided that whatever we found in 
this world that was good, to always give to the North Carolina 
Firemen’s Association the best we had. Charlie Schnibben has 
given his life. I have brought my wife and daughters and sons, all 
that God has ever given me, and I have given them to you. (Laugh- 
ter). He has brought the world’s record reel team and given it to 
you. We make no apologies for what we have done so far. 


I went over to Granville County, and standing there in the 
yard one morning, a baby boy was born. He was thirty-six years 
old before he ever left Granville County. We brought him down to 
Raleigh. Practically men, when they get on the platform to talk, 
they begin with Denmark, or when they toured South Africa in the 
interest of the United States Sub-Committee Number Six. It is a 
nice man I am going to present to you this morning. He has never 
been further out of North Carolina than he could throw a rock back 
into it. (Laughter). In all things of importance to the State he 
is foremost, the Honorable Dennis G. Brummitt, Attorney Gen- 
eral of the State of North Carolina, but to us, we who know him, 
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who break bread with him once a week, who see him every day, he 
is just plain Dennis Brummitt, the man who knows what ails 
North Carolina, and has a darn fine remedy. Dennis, shoot the 
works. (Applause). 


Attorney General Brummitt: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I think we all agree that 
human beings have become almost slaves to custom and habit. One 
of those customs is that, wherever there is a public assemblage, 
there must be speeches. Another part of the custom is that the 
speaker is supposed to announce a subject, although what he may 
afterwards say may bear no relation whatever to it. I do not an- 
nounce a subject this morning, and there may be danger in that for 
you. They say that when lawyers get strated to talking they have 
a wonderful capacity for keeping on, and very poor terminal facil- 
ities. 

Now, if one of you were going to give your friend or neighbor 
an orange, you would toss it over to him and say: ‘Hello, Bill, have 
this orange.” If you wanted to be a bit more formal about it, you 
might say: “I give you this orange.” But John Lewis, being a law- 
yer, would do it something like this: si 


“T hereby give, grant, transfer, set over and deliver all of my 
right, title, claim, demand and advantage in and to this orange, in- 
cluding its taste, color, smell, scent, juice, rind, seeds, and any and 
all other parts thereof (Laughter), with full right, power and au- 
thority on your part to eat, smell, taste, cut, suck, squeeze (laugh- 
ter again) or otherwise use or dispose of the same, any contract, 
document or instrument heretofore or hereafter executed by-me to 
»the contrary notwithstanding.” (Laughter). But this should be 
said for John Lewis, or any other lawyer, that when he gives an 
orange in that way, the recipient will acquire good title to it. 


However, I am going to be more reasonable than that with my 
talking this morning. I promise not to keep you very long. 


This isn’t my first experience with the North Carolina Fire- 
men’s ssociation. I first attended a meeting of this Association at 
Asheville in 1909, I think it was. I was then Mayor of Oxford and 
on that occasion attended the annual meeting with the Oxford Fire 
Department. I also recall another meeting at Salisbury. One of 
my most vivid recollections of that being the races. On those oc- 
casions I gained some knowledge of the spirit of firemen, some 
knowledge of the type of men who are members of this organiza- 
tion, of the men who do the things of which these gentlemen have 
just spoken. In addition to that, during my work down there in 
Raleigh, I have been associated with my good friend, that choice 
Spirit, Sherwood Brockwell, and have from him gathered a little in- —

formation about that. He can tell you about it much better than 
I can. 


Everybody in this State knows of your heroism in performing 
your duties. They also must know of the practical results of your 
efforts. You actually save money for the people. You reduce fire 
costs, fire insurance rates, and thus make your contribution to the 
economic welfare of the commonwealth. 


I remember that some man, following the great war, described 
his relation to the soldier in somewhat this way: 


“T did the part that was assigned to me. I made four-minute 
speeches; I contributed to the Red Cress; I did all the things at. 
home required of me. When those boys from my town went off 
to the war, we gathered at the court house, made speeches, told 
them what we thought of them. I was in the great crowd thai fol- 
lowed them down to the train. We went all the way down to the 
station, saw them off—but we didn’t go a damn step further.” (Ap- 
plause). 

When I was Mayor of my town, one af the ordinances re- 
quired the Mayor to attend all fires. When the fire bell rang in 
the middle of the night, I would get up, and usually get down to 
the first about the time the firemen had put it out. A great crowd 
of us would stand around in the street and look on. We saw what 
the firemen were doing. But it was the firemen who poured water 
on the burning building. It was the fireman who stood beneath 
curmbling walls, fighting back the flames. It was the fireman who 
hacked and hewed his way into the building when he didn’t know at 
what time some portion of it might fall on him. It was the fire- 
man who rushed in and rescued the child for whom the mother’s 
empty arms were calling. Yes, we can place you alongside the sol- 
dier in your service to humanity. 

It’s a great tribute to a man to join and stay in the fire depart- 
ment of a town. You know, human nature is a wonderful com- 
pound. In intelligence, man ranges from the great scientist, who 
traces nature to its source, the great poet, who stirs human nature 
with the genius and brilliance which almost touches insanity—from 
these on down to the moron, who never reaches mental puberty, 
and on down to the imbecile and idiot. It ranges from the man who 
is so selfish that he never has any thought except of those things 
which will minister to him, to the devotion which makes any sac- 
rifice for those one loves. It ranges from the hero to the coward. 
On the one side is the man who reaches the highest point of cour- 
age in his life. And on the other, the one who sinks so that he is 
incapable of nobility of action in his relations with anyone. Your 
membership in the fire department means that you have intelli- 
gence, a sense of devotion to others, and it means that you have 
that highest thing in all character courage itself. (Applause). 
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For, whatever other characteristics a human being may have, 
whatever other elements go to make up his nature, the thing that 
tops all character is courage—the willingness of the human being 
to imperil himself for the things in which he believes, his capacity 
to go on and on in emergencies with which he may be faced. That 
a man may be and remain a member of a fire department is the 
clearest possible testimony that he has courage. 


But it is not my purpose to talk to you entirely, or even main- 
ly, about your work. Others here can do that better than I. If 
there is anything that I want to know about firemen and their work, 
I turn to Sherwood Brockwell. You do the same. Let me for the 
remaining few moments speak to you in a more general way. 


We all realize that we are in a difficult period in North Caro- 
lina. And not only here, but in the United States as a whole. For 
two years or more we have been in the midst of a great depression. 
It has tested us. We are really getting a little nervous about it. 
And one can never tell what may cause nervousness in different 
people. 

On one occasion a man rushed from one car of a railroad train 
into another, telling those in the second car that a woman had just 
fainted in the car he had left, and asking if anyone there had any 
whiskey., This happened back yonder preceding our present eight- 
eenth amendment civilization. And practically every man in the 


car to which he had gone began to look through the baggage for 
his flask. One man, quicker than the others, found his and turned 


it over to the inquirer, expecting, of course, that he would carry it 
back to the woman who had fainted. Instead of doing that, the 
fellow turned it up to his own lips and began to drink out of it. - 
Some of us may think that was a very natural act. The man who 
had given it, very much astonished and angry, said: “What in the 
world”—only he didn’t say “world”—“what in the world do you 
mean by drinking my whiskey?” The reply was: “Well, it always 
did make me nervous to see a woman faint.” (Laughter). 

The conditions through which we are passing give opportunity 
for those who would seek to mislead. The world is in ferment. 
We are asked to go aside after strange gods. Heyve is opportunity 
for the radical who would seek to subvert the institutions upon 
which our safety depends. They would overturn our economic sys- 
tem and our social order. There is equal danger from the other 
side. Always there will be selfish interests and groups seeking spe- 
cial favor and special privilege at the hands of the government. 
They will see in present conditions their opportunity to put over 
the things which would serve them and destroy or lessen the value 
of our institutions to the average man. 


You are firemen. But you are something more; you are citi- 
zens of this State and this republic. In the ancient world, to be a 
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citizen of the Roman empire was a great distinction. It was the 
cry “I am a Roman citizen,” that held back the lash as it was about 
to fall upon the back of St. Paul. Years afterwards there arose 
another great empire, the British. The protection which that great 
land afford its citizens gave the title of “British citizen” rank and 
place in the world equal to that of “Roman citizen” in ancient 
times. We have builded here in America a republic and a govern- 
ment which surpasses in advantages all that has gone before. To- 
day, throughout the world the proudest boast that any man can 
make in relation to his connection with any government is, “I am 
an American citizen.” (Applause), 


We may trace back these advantages, duties and responsibil- 
ities to original sources. Our ideas of government grew up out 
yonder across the sea, in hamlets and villages, by firesides where 
our ancestors taught their children something of what they meant. 
They have come down to us sanctified by the blood of men who 
fought and died for them. There are fundamental things in this 
government of ours which we must preserve. Good government 
here does not depend on changing the mechanisms used. It does 
depend on the men who direct governmental affairs. And more 
than anything else, on you, in your performance of the duties of 
citizenship. 


Within the last thirty years the world has been made over. 
we are in the midst of tremendous economic problems and difficul- 
ties. We have poverty instead of prosperity in a land of plenty. 
The machine has opened new and vast fields to the labor of man, 
but it leaves six million men out of employment. Great economic 
forces catch up captitalist and laborer together and toss them 
about as dust, and less than dust. These problems can be met, and 
their correct solution found, only in proportion as you and I are 
faithful to the fundamental principles coming down to us from our 
fathers. (Applause). The economics of the future will relate, not 
to production of goods, but to their consumption. The social order 
and the economic and industrial organizations will find their safety 
in proportion as the average man has a fair and reasonable chance 
to share in the comforts and conveniences of this life. (Applause). 


One means of this is through our public school system. Every 
economy possible ought to be effected in the administration of gov- 
ernment, including the public schools. I am somewhat fearful, 
however, that we are shifting the emphasis of our thought on this 
matter. In the clash of warring factions seeking to shift the bur- 
den of taxation this way or that, we may lose sight of the thing 
for which the taxes are to be spent, the education of childhood. 


The public school is the first line of defense against all the 
enemies of the social order. It is the picket line of progress; the 
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color guard of democracy. Here are laid the foundations for equal- 
ity of opportunity. Out of its activities we shall maintain our in- 
dividualistic system of government, industry, society as a whole. 
Upon it depends the security of life, safety of property, the free 
field where merit wins. 


North Carolina has developed a distinctive educational empha- 
sis which has come down to us from Murphy, Aycock, Alderman, 
McIver. It budded in hope, lived upon sacrifice, strengthened in 
courage. We will not repudiate it. We will not recant our creed. 
These are embedded in our Constitution, our legislation, they have 
been sanctified by the vote of the people themselves, by whose suf- 
frages and consent the school system lives. 


We may thank God for the North Carolina of today as well as 
that of the past; for those great leaders—but for a thing vastly 
more important—for the people themselves; for that heart and 
genius which do not die when leaders die, but live on and on; for 
the people who do not await the leadership of any man, but go on 
even when leaders fail. Always, when these people have had op- 
portunity for self-expression on this subject, they have reaffirmed 
the articles of their faith. When encouragement has been offered 
for a retrograde movement, they have refused to go backward.- 
And today, quietly but none the less surely, they will be as true 
and faithful to the cause of public education as ever before. 


Sometimes one is tempeted to think that there is no further 
opportunity for hardihood, courage, or the spirit of adventure. Let’s 
not so think. Such opportunity exists, not alone in flying across 
the sea with Lindbergh or over the Poles with Byrd. We are blaz- 
ing new trails in our efforts to build here a fine social order, a great 
civilization. For many reasons, we have that opportunity in North 
Carolina—to build a united States, where the east will help the 
west, and the west will help the east, and all go forward for the 
betterment of the whole. Our effort is to build such a social order, 
such a civilization, wherein men and women may find material pros- 
perity not only, but the satisfaction of the deepest longings of the 
human heart. 


The new economic age is upon us. Let us meet it 
aia ut xate GE Oeeed Strong in heart, 
To strive, to seek, to find, 
And not to yield.” 
(Audience arises and applauds) 
* * Kk KK K 
Mr. Williford, Rocky Mount: 
Mr. President: I just want to know one thing. I want to know 


if that is a piano down there, (points to stenographer operating 
stenotype machine) or am I seeing things? 
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Member: 
He must be seeing things. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


I am going to ask that we call on Frank Bennett to break the 
spell. (Calls from members, “Bennett, Bennett”). 

Frank, it seems that you are going to have to sing for us. (Ap- 
plause). 
Mr. Frank Bennett, Durham: 

Fellows, I’m in the right room I know, and with the right 
bunch, but now if I get the wrong key or wrong pitch you will have 
to bear with me. 

Mr. Bennett sings ‘‘When Irish Eyes Are Smiling,” after which 
the audience applauds so vociferously, that he gives “In a Low- 
backed Car.” (Much applause). 


President: 


We have with us this morning a son of one of North Carolina’s 
greatest firemen, a man who spent not only his money, but his time 
in making this organization what you see it and what it is today. 
It is none other than George McNeill that I would like to present 
to you this morning for a few remarks. 


Mr. McNeill: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Firemen: There never was but one 
member of the McNeill family who was gifted in oratory and you 
all knew him. I didn’t expect to be called on today, but if a Mc- 
Neill is ever present when the firemen of North Carolina are as- 
sembled in convention, even though he has to follow a Dennis 
Brummitt, and he is called on and doesn’t make an attempt to re- 
spond, I hope to God his tongue will cleave to his mouth. It isn’t 
necessary for me to attempt to tell you just how much the people 
of North Carolina or why they hold the firemen of North Carolina 
in such high esteem, but I do want to say this. Down in our town, 
the little city of Fayetteville, where the firemen there saved their 
pennies and erected a monument in the memory of our father, who 
was appreciated by the humblest citizen there in that town,—and it 
happens to be on the shortest route from the North to the South, 
and tourists stop there every day, gaze upon it, and say “All glory 
to the firemen of North Carolina for having done it.” I wish that 
I was capable of making a speech, as I said, only one member of 
our family was gifted in oratory, and he is not here today. 


I thank you. (Applause). 
President: 


Mr. MeNeill, itis a pleasure to have you with us this morning, 
and I wish that you would do this convention the honor of attend- 


ing its sessions. 
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I think this will close the morning session, unless our friend 
and comrade, Sherwood Brockwell, has some remarks or announce- 
ment to make at this time. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


Friends, I don’t have any remarks to make now, but I sincerely 
hope that everything that has been said here this morning by 
every man on this platform has sunk deep in your hearts as it has 
in mine. Never before in my life have I appreciated the import- 
ance of the fireman as now, never have I realized the wonderful op- 
portunity we have, so ably expressed by Mr. Brummitt, to go for- 
ward in things pertaining to the state as a whole. I trust that you 
all paid particular attention to what Mr. Clark said about the he- 
roic death of our comrade, Edgar Elliott, and, if I am allowed, in 
a later meeting, I have something that I want to say to you in re- 
gard to the conditions bringing about that. 


At this time I want to have the opportunity of presenting to 
you a man that is looking after what I consider the most sacred 
fund in North Carolina, a man from the insurance department of 
North Carolina, a man, who, in the performance of his duties, is 
serving practically every citizen within our borders. Mr. Boney, 
whom you all know, was absolutely unable to get here for this 
meeting—he has hopes of getting here tomorrow—he is held in his 
office and can’t get here today, but he did send a representative 
who is his chief deputy. Now, when the Firemen’s Relief Fund 
was first made a law, that important duty fell on the insurance de- 
partment of North Carolina. At that time Colonel James R. Young, 
who made that one, if not the most important, function of the in- 
surance department of North Carolina, that of seeing that you fire- 
men in every city and town in the state of North Carolina got what 
was coming to you from the insurance companies doing business 
in North Carolina. Following Colonel Young, Stacy W. Wade whom 
you all remember, took over that important duty and he would not, 
while he was insurance commissioner, allow any man to have any- 
thing whatsoever to do with it except the most dependable men we 
have in the insurance department of North Carolina. And when 
Mr. Boney took charge of this great department, he likewise re- 
alized the importance of that Fund. He realized that it was a Fund 
that we firemen had gotten together from our own efforts, and we 
swore by our maker that we would prevent any fireman’s child, or 
his mother, or his wife, ever becoming an inmate of an almshouse, 
or an object of charity. He turned that over to a man named “A. L. 
Fletcher,” and I have the privilege of presenting to you A. L. 
Fletcher, the most dependable man I have ever met. (Applause). 


Captain A. L. Fletcher, Insurance Department, Raleigh: 


Members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, 
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Ladies and Gentlemen: It is a great pleasure to be here today and 
to bring to you the greetings of your Insurance Commissioner, 
Honorable Dan C. Boney. It was absolutely impossible, as Brock- 
well just told you, for him-to be here today and he hopes to before 
your sessions end. I can assure you that he is here in spirit and 
that he is deeply interested in what you are doing. Through Fire 
Marshall Brockwell, who is first, last and always a FIREMAN, Mr. 
Boney is always in close touch with the firemen of the State. He 
knows what you are thinking about and what you are doing and 
your interests are first with. You have never had an Insurance 
Commissioner who was more deeply interested in what the firemen 
of North Carolina are doing than Dan C. Boney. 


But I am here to do more than to just bring you greetings 
from my Chief. He has entrusted to me the mission of talking to 
you today about your Firemen’s Relief Fund, a matter that lies 
close to the hearts of all firemen, and I am here to answer any 
questions that you may wish to ask about it, if I can do so, and 
give you any information that I may have in my possession. A 
short time ago your very able and efficient Secretary, John L. Mil- 
ler of Concord, was in Commissioner Boney’s office and he request- 
ed that some representative of the Insurance Department come 
here for this meeting and talk to you about the Firemen’s Relief 
Fund, and it is in response to this request that I am here today. 


I have been interested in the administration of the Firemen’s 
Relief Fund for a great many years. I entered the Insurance De- 
partment when Honorable Stacy W. Wade became Insurance Com- 
missioner in 1921. Soon thereafter he turned over to me as part 
of my work, the Firemen’s Relief Fund and I entered upon the long, 
long task of trying to weed out personal bonds, boards that didn’t 
take any interest in what was going on, ineligible treasurers and 
remove those other handicaps that stood in the way of efficient ad- 


ministration of this law. 


The Firemen’s Relief Fund Law, as it appears on our Statute 
Books, is an admirable one. I do not know of any fund that is as 
well safeguarded as is this Fund. It provides for the administra- 
tion of the Fund by a Board of Trustees of five persons, two to be 
selected by the Firemen themselves, two by the city commissioners, 
and one by the Insurance Commissioner. 


The Fund, itself, is derived from a tax of one-half of one per 
cent on the gross premiums collected from each town or city by the 
fire insurance companies operating therein, and it is collected by 
the Insurance Department. When all returns are in and checked, 
the Insurance Commissioner sends each town or city’s part to the 
town or city’s treasurer, who turns it over to the treasurer of the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. I have often had this question asked me, 
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“Why is this check sent to the town treasurer since it is to be ad- 
ministered through the Board and is to be turned over to the 
treasurer of the Firemen’s Relief Fund?” I think, fellows, that 
this requirement is in the Law or was placed in there originally so 
that the town authorities could always have some sort of check on 
the amount of money that was being turned over to this Board of 
Trustees. 


When the funds reach the treasurer of the Board of Trustees | 
of the Firemen’s Relief Fund, the administration then passes into 
the hands of the Board which must see to it that the following 
things are done: 


First, that the treasurer must give a bond in a licensed bond- 
ing company for an amount equal to the amount of money in the 
fund. 


Second, that no part of this money is spent except as pro- 
vided in Section 6069 of the Consolidated Statutes. 


I feel that all of you are familiar with this Law; and you know 
that in this Section 6069 it is set out definitely what this money 
can be spent for. 


Your Secretary, who has performed fine service during recent 
years in auditing these funds, will tell you that at the present 
time, they are being handled admirably in nearly all of the towns 
and cities of the State. There was a time when this was not true, 
but these abuses of earlier days have been eliminated in the main 
and in only a few cases has he found cause for criticism. 


It has been found, for example, in one case, that the treasurer 
of this fund, a merchant, had been allowed to lend the entire amount 
of the fund to himself and he was using it in his business. True, 
he was properly bonded and in case of defalcation the. money 
might have been recovered, but it is bad business any way you look 
at it. It is the clear intention of the Law that the fund be kept in 
such form that it is readily available in case of need and when a 
man has sunk it in his business there is no certainty, especially in 
these days, that he can get it out again on demand. 


Your Secretary has found that during recent months many 
towns and cities have suffered loss in their Firemen’s Relief fund 
through the failures of banks in which their money was deposited. 
This could have been avoided by requiring that treasurers carry 
only a comparatively small checking account, with the bulk of the 
fund invested in North Carolina and United States government 
bonds. 


Where the Boards of Trustees prefer that the money be car- 
ried in savings accounts, the banks should have been required to 
furnish depository, or other bonds, to guarantee the safe-keeping 
of the funds. Your Secretary, as he goes about the State, is in- 
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structing the local boards that in the future investments must be 
made with greater care and that moneys deposited in banks must 
be more adequately protected. In this he has the unqualified en- 
dorsement and support of the Insurance Department. 


We have found it particularly difficult to get local boards to 
comply with the plain provisions of the Law relative to the ap- 
pointment of treasures. Very often they go outside of the Board of 
Trustees to select a treasurer when the Law plainly says that a 
member of the Board shall be elected to this office. Many insist 
upon having the Town Treasurer named as treasurer of the Fund, 
which is also a plain violation of the Law. 


You have no idea how difficult it has been to induce Town and 
City Clerks, whose duty it is to make the annual Report of Fire 
Conditions, without which the Department cannot collect the tax, to 
make the reports required by law. Letter after letter must be writ- 
ten and in many cases we have to wire and telephone in order to get 
the reports in. 


It is difficult, too, to get the city officials to furnish proof that 
the treasurer is properly bonded. The only way we can get action 
is to hold up the check until we are properly advised about the 
bond premium. Only yesterday we had a hot letter from a Fire 
Chief because his town had not received its check. 


Now, part of the delay this year was due to our prolonged ses- 
sion of the Legislature, which delayed all departmental activities, 
collecting the statistics, consolidating the returns and getting out 
the checks is a slow and tedious task and we usually complete it 
early in July. This year we could not do it quite as early as in the 
past but the delay was not long. There is no requirement in the 
law that we send you your checks by the first of July, it is only 
required that we total all the returns that are in and complete and 
check so that we may be reasonably sure that we are right, then 
send you your check. This year the checks went out a little after 
the first of July. In this particular case the most of the delay was 
due to the failure of this particular town to comply with the De- 
partment’s rule about showing that the bond premium had been 
paid, and this particular Fire Chief had nobody to blame but his 
own folks. In order that this annoyance may be done away with 
in the future, Commissioner Boney is arranging to have a schedule 
bond written covering every treasurer in the state. and to have it 
in operation by next year. He hopes to effect a saving in the bond 
premium, and it will certainly result in affording more protection 
with less trouble for all concerned. 

I hope that all of you will bear your F iremen’s Relief Fund in 


mind. Youshould not forget that it is payable only in towns and 
cities that observe strictly every provision of the Fire Waste Law.

Any violation of this law jeopardizes your fund and may result in 
direct personal loss to you and your family. Therefore, you should 
be observant always and allow no violation of the Fire Waste Law 
to go uncorrected. 


I think too that you should think about ways and means of in- 
creasing this fund. Why not put on campaigns among the business 
houses in your towns to raise funds with which to augment the 
comparatively small amounts that you receive from the fire insur- 
ance companies from year to year? The people of North Carolina 
appreciate their firemen and are always glad to help out. Another 
way in which you might add to it is through local talent plays, 
things of that kind. I have never yet seen a fire department that 
didn’t have in it a great deal of local talent well worthwhile. And 
I can think of no better way in which it would be employed. 


Our Statistician yesterday handed me this little slip, showing 
that this year, as well as last, there was a marked decrease in the 
amount of the Firemen’s Relief Fund. In 1928 his figures show that 
the Insurance Department paid to the towns and cities of the state 
$38,096.67. It was less the following year and last year it was 
$36,326.83. Now this decrease spread over all of the towns and 
cities of the state may not look very large to you. In Charlotte, for 
example, the decrease in the check this year over 1928 was $338.00. 
In Winston-Salem there was an increase of $82.00. In Asheville 
the decrease was $473.00; Greensboro, $396.00; in Raleigh, $164.00; 
in Wilmington, $117.00; Durham, $233.00, and in High Point the de- 
crease was $189.00. Of course this came about mainly through the 
decrease in value of residence and business property, decreases in 
the merchants’ stock, and that sort of thing. This fund is going 
down every year and it has been doing so now for the past four 
years and we have every reason to believe that this year is going 
to show a still further decrease. 


The following table will show the amount of business done, the 
allotments for the following years:

Now this money, fellows, I hope and pray that none of these 
fine young men I see before me today are going to be disabled and 
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are going to need help themselves, or their families. But there is 
no assurance that you won’t have to do so even before this year 
closes. This organization of yours has been in existence for more 
than forty years, you have a glorious tradition behind. There has 
never been a time when you men were not willing, and glad to risk 
your lives to save the lives of others, or even to save the property 
of others. So there is no telling when some major catastrophe in 
your home town may wipe it out and you may need the help of this 
great fund. You should think about ways and means of increasing 
it over and above what your insurance department is able to send 
you each year. 


In conclusion, let me thank you for the privilege of appearing 
before you today with this message. If your insurance department 
can be of service to you in any way, I know that it is the earnest 
desire of every member of our organization, from Commissioner 

~Boney down, to serve you with the best that is in us and we hope 
that you will call on us. I thank you. (Applause). 


President: 


Thank you, Captain Fletcher. You have been a lot of help to 


us.

Is there anything further to come Up, Mr. Secretary? 
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Secretary Miller: 


I want you boys to remember that the law requires that each 
Fire Department answer this roll call. The boys have gotten con- 
fused. We get letters from you when you get home saying that 
you registered down at the fire station, that registration down at 
the fire station is not intended for anybody’s use except the local 
people. They want to preserve a record of your attendance at this 
convention. Your registering there does not comply with the law 
which says: (Reads) 


6072—Fire Departments To Be Members of State Association And 


Send Delegate To Meeting 


For the purpose of supervision and as guaranty that the pro- 
visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws . If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or cillage shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. 


This roll call will be made soon after two o’clock this after- 
noon. Please remember that. Just this last year, your executive 
committee, in order to comply with the law and to protect you, 
called a meeting to hear your petitions for the removal of that part 
of the law which says that you shall not participate in this fund if 
you don’t come to the convention. They went to the city hall in 
Morehead, registered, put up the execuse that they complied with 
the law. Lets get that out of our minds. - Nothing is official unless 
it is reported and acted upon at this convention. Nothing you do 
out on the street has anything to do with complying with the law. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


This is something I have never been called on to do. A mem- 
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ber several years ago in Hendersonville made a little talk about the 
conduct of the firemen. I want to say that I have seen more con- 
ventions than any other member of the Firemen’s Association, and 
I want to take my hat off to you and tell you that you are by far 
the most orderly crowd, save one, and that was the colored Fire- 
men’s Association. Those colored boys were without doubt the 
best behaved set of men I have ever seen. Let their foot slip one 
time and they are not so far removed from the jail house. (Laugh- 
ter). I attended the colored convention last week and made the 
very best speech that I ever made in my life. There were not many 
in attendance—it was in the court house. And those boys didn’t 
want to go in nobody’s court house about nothing, I want to tell 
you. (Laughter). I don’t blame them, the last time I was there it 
cost me $9,000 to get out. 


There are one or two little things that I want to speak to you 
about. Last night in our hotel, as most every speaker has men- 
tioned, we heard the sirens, horns and whistles, and the bells, they 
sounded good to these old ears of mine. God knows I love to hear 
them. In every city or town, in the dead of night, when a house is 
on fire, it is sweet music, I’m here to tell you. No music on earth 
sounds better. Statesville is outstanding in one thing especially. 
They have some of the finest hospitals in North Carolina. Boys, 
let’s all have a fine time with those sirens and horns, and let’s re- 
member, that while it is our time to have fun, nobody ordinarily 
has kicked about it, but most of you boys are married and you 
know how your wife, operated on and nervous, would feel when 
she heard the horn blow. Don’t take it from me that I mean don’t 
blow the horn, it is part of our game, part of our music and every- 
thing else, but while we are doing it let’s remember that there are 
wives, mothers, sweethearts, brothers, fathers, children confined to 
the hospitals, sick, and let’s go slow on blowing them. 


Last night there were twelve false fire alarms pulled in States- 
ville. If I had caught anybody putting in one of them, there would 
have been no court trial this morning, there would have been no 
use; excuse the expression, I would have kicked his liver out. You 
have heard the representative of your insurance department talk 
about your Firemen’s Relief Fund. The men up here have said 
things that were only too true. That man from the Lion’s Club,— 
he’s been reading your mail, I tell you right now, he knows some- 
thing about you. (Laughter). False fire alarms have taken more 
out of your Relief Fund than any other contributing cause. There 
has been nothing so costly to the firemen of North Carolina than 
the false fire alarm. No fireman turned in a false fire alarm last 
night. If there was a fireman who turned in a false fire alarm last 
night, from the bottom of your heart, you ought to come up here, 
pull your coat off your back, get down on your knees, and ask God

to forgive you. No man ever worthy of the name of “Fireman” 
would ever forgive you for it. (Applause). If you ever see a man 
that has turned in a false fire alarm, after he has turned it on, 
kick “hell” out of him, and the legal profession will stand behind 
you toa man. Let’s don’t have no more. 


President: 
Mr. John Lewis has an announcement to make at this time. 
Mr. John Lewis, Statesville: 


First, just as soon as this meeting is over, the photographer 
is waiting to take all of your pictures. I want you all to to get to- 
gether and let us have them, we want to see all you firemen. The 
parade will be tomorrow, all of the best dressed companies will re- 
ceive a prize, first, second and third prize. Please register at the 
fire house. I hope you all win. Mr. Buck Corner, an old member 
of the fire company, says that all who want to fox hunt, there will 
be a fox hunt tonight, and a good one. (Applause). We are going 
to ask that this Association appoint the judges for these different 
contests that we are putting on. 


Member: 


What time does this fox hunt start? 
Mr. Lewis: 

Just as soon as good dark comes. 
Secretary Miller: 


I want to present to you at this time another fireman, the 
Chief of the Statesville Fire Department, Mr. Gilbert. (Mr. Gil- 
bert stands and bows). (Applause).

Tuesday Afternoon, August 25th, 1931 


The convention of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion re-convened at two o’clock in the court house, Statesville, N. 
C., President R. C. Whitley, presiding. 


President Whitley: 
The meeting will please come to order. I will ask the Frank 


Shaw Band to play a short selection for us. Band plays a short, 
but very enjoyable selection. (Applause). 


Member: 
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That was short, but sweet. 


Secretary Miller: 


Mr. President, allow me to suggest that in order to make a 
perfect record of this roll call, the name of the chief, assistant 
chief, and the names of the delegates should be called, and I ask 
that they get up and answer, so that this Committee can see that 
you are here. It will avoid a great deal of confusion. (Roll eall, 
and the report of the Credentials Committee). 


President: 


Gentlemen, you have heard the roll call of delegates of the 
various towns, there were some absent. I would like for those 
present to investigate the absentees at this time. 


I understand that one department has asked to be called again, 
Bessemer City; are there any others that have come in since the 
roll call began?

Mr. Kessler: 


Mr. President, isn’t there a rule in this convention that one roll 
call counts as final?

Dr. Long. 


I think I was the one that made a motion last year to put it 
off one more day and let them have a chance to recuperate. I was 
thinking a while ago of two or three things in the way of a lot of 
our boys; some were delegates from new companies, and some don’t 
believe in the ironclad rules that we have to be here at one meet- 
ing. A lot of the young people actually don’t know our rules, and 
I hate to see them cut out because of the ironclad rules of the As- 
sociation. I would like for them to have one more chance, we ought 
to have it on our minutes somewhere, where all new delegates can 
see it. I don’t know whether we have it in print or not, if we do, 
I don’t have anything more to say. We should give them fair 
warning.

Mr. C. C. Boone, Black Mountain:

Secretary Miller: 

By request of the President, I present the following letter. 
(Reads) 


Raleigh, N. C., August 18, 1931. 
Mr. John L. Miller, Secretary 


N. C. Firemen’s Association, 
Concord, N. C. 


Dear Mr. Miller: 


With further reference to our conversation yesterday in regard 
to the safe-keeping of the various Firemen’s Relief Funds held by 
the local treasurers of such funds, and which you advised me in 
numerous incidents are being deposited in local banks without se- 
curity. 


This fund is a most sacred one and should be protected and 
safeguarded in every way possible by the local treasurer. We have 
recently lost a considerable part of this fund in local banks closed 
last year where the funds were unprotected. These funds should be 
invested insofar as practicable in good securities such as United 
States or North Carolina bonds or political sub-divisions thereof 
and where they are carried on deposit with local banks they should 
be protected by either depository bonds or collateral security fur- 
nished by the depository. In your official capacity in which you 
are charged with the duty of auditing and the safekeeping of these 
funds I feel that you should demand of the local treasurer that 
they at all times hold adequate securities from any depository in 
which they maintain this fund and unless they are adequately pro- 
tected advise this office to that effect and this office will hold up 
remittance of any further funds until adequate security is provided 
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for that already held by the local treasurer.

President’s Report 


TO THE OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION: 


Gentlemen: 


The year just ending has not shown a great deal of activity 
owing to the fact that this has been an exceedingly hard year and 
that a great many big things seem to be behind it. We have grown 
in numbers and in finances, notwithstanding that business on top 
of business has failed in nearly all of our leading cities and towns. 
Our resources shown by last year’s report was a little more than 
$55,000.00, and this year shows approximately $62,000.00, a net 
gain of very nearly $7,000.00. Two new towns have joined the As- 
sociation, Weldon and Marshall, and I am sure that if it had not 
been for the hard times, owing to the general depression of the 
country, that a great many more towns would have joined the As- 
sociation. The membership enrolled at the present time is ap- 


proximately four thousand. 


The Insurance membership has also increased and has paid 
out $16,000.00 to help to take care of the ones left behind by de- 
ceased members$4,000.00 of this amount has been paid from the 
surplus fund of the insurance department, thus calling on each 
member to pay only twelve assessments, of $13.20 for a $1,000.00 
insurance. If you will only compare this rate with the rate of old 
line companies, I think it will only be a short time until the four 
thousand members will take out insurance. I consider this one cf 
the real features of this association, and take this opportunity to 
urge all the members to immediately take out insurance in this 


Association... / 
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The total number of towns, composing the North Carolina 
Firemen’s Association is at present 152. 

Your Executive Committee held three sessions during the year, 
one of these was held during the Fire School in Durham—the other 
two being held at Morehead City and Raleigh. At these meetings 
the question of reinvesting matured stock and money in the hands 
of the Association was gone into, and after a thorough investiga- 
tion, your Executive Committee invested the money on hand in 
what we considered absolutely safe security, our desire being to see 
that all moneys belonging to the Association was so invested as 
there would not be any loss to any of these funds. 


Your president, together with the Secretary, visited several 
towns in order to assist them in properly securing their local relief 
funds, and believe that there was at least $25,000.00 of this fund 
saved by the untiring work of your secretary, assisted by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 


Your President had the pleasure of visiting the Secretary’s 
office and the Treasurer’s office and find them both in excellent 
condition, and I would like to commend the great work accom- 
plished by your Secretary aud by your Treasurer. I find that the 
Secretary is in need of additional office equipment for his office, 
and recommend that he be allowed such additional equipment as he 
deems necessary to take care of the affairs of the Association. 

Your President would like to further report that all securities 
and collateral bonds are held by the Wilmington Savings Bank and 
Trust Company, and the North Carolina Bank & Trust Company 
of Wilmington, N. C., as Trustees, these being two of the largest 
banks in the State of North Carolina. 


Your President and other members of the Executive Commit- 
tee and Advisory Board attended the meeting of the Fire Schools 
at Durham, N. C., conducted by Sherwood Brockwell and his four 
assistants, L. F. Croom, J. C. Fitzgerald, B. C. Cannada and C. H. 
Turner, and were very much pleased with the manner in which 
this school was run. There were 242 in attendance from our As- 
sociation, 17 from the Durham Fire Department, 4 from Lynch- 
burg, Va., and 5 from Greenville, S. C., making a total of 268 fire- 
men in attendance. The fact that this school was attended by fire- 
men from other states shows the importance and value of this 
school. I am only calling your attention to the matter in a small 
way and will ask our old friend, Sherwood Brockwell, to make you 
a talk, showing some of the things that were done by this school. 
I would like to recommend that this school be continued, as its ex- 
pense is very little and in my opinion renders a great good in the 
conservation of lives and property. 


President Duckett in making his last year’s report recommend- 
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ed to this body the adoption of a standard hose thread, and I would 
like to recommend and ask that a committee be appointed to see if 
this recommendation can be carried out as in my opinion it would 
add much to the saving of property. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to the officers 
and members of this association for their very hearty co-operation 
and support. It has indeed been a great pleasure to serve you.

Mr. C. C. Harris, Rocky Mount:

Mr. Frank Shaw, Greensboro: 


Gentlemen, I would like to make a motion that we adopt our 
President’s resolution there that he got out, to appoint a commit- 
tee that we can adopt a hose thread that will be standard in the 
state of North Carolina. You gentlemen that have been attending 
these fire schools know it is necessary without going into detail. 
In my opinion it is just as important as your fire apparatus and 
other things, so I’d like to make a motion that a committee be ap- 
pointed to go into this and see it is adopted. 
Mayor Flora, Elizabeth City: 

I can’t be too strong in advocating the adoption of a standard 
hose thread. I received a call one afternoon from Norfolk to go 
down and render assistance. When we arrived, our thread was dif- 
ferent from that of the Norfolk Department, and every previous 
company had had the same trouble. There were eighteen different 
companies there, and every one had a different thread. All the 
same, we had very little trouble in going down to headquarters and 
making the change to make our connections. I want to second 
Chief Shaw’s recommendation. 


Chief Nissen, Winston-Salem: 

We have gotten into a wholesale discussion. I would like to 
ask Mayor Flora what connection he used. 
Mayor Flora: 


Four inches, connected to the hydrant, two and a half inch 
hose, trying to make a long lay-up, using another fellow’s hose. 
Chief Nissen: 
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As far as the two and a half inch hose, we are a number of 
years late on that. We must do something before it goes too far. 
When we call someone in to help, they usually use their own hose, 
unless, as Chief Flora says, they want to piece out some one else’s 
line. I would like steamer connection threads, before it goes too 
far. I don’t know how we would come out with two and a half 
inch threads. If you are called to another town to help them, you 
are going to take the biggest connection there is to take which 
would in all probability be the steamer connection, if you can’t 
make that, you are lost. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


Chief Nissen has well said that that is a matter that is going 
to take quite a bit of detail. Chief Flora has drawn a very nice 
picture of just exactly what happened in the biggest fire we have 
had in the Southern states in recent years. That doesn’t alter the 
case. President Whitley’s resolution is not so much to standardize 
the whole thread as it is to appoint a committee to investigate the 
feasibility of it. That is the recommendation in his report, and a 
committee of firemen in this association is well equipped along that 
line. They wouldn’t change any one man’s hose if he didn’t want to. 
Such a committee would work in conjunction with the Southern Un- 
derwriters. There is a great deal of expense in South Carolina and 
Virginia. They would reap a great deal of benefit by it. In my 
opinion such a committee as recommended by the President in his 
report can render invaluable assistance to the association at a min- 
imum of expense. 


Therefore, I second the motion made by Mayor Flora that the 
President appoint a commitee to investigate this matter.

Activity: Year 1930-1931 


Three meetings of the Executive Committee was held, More- 
head City, Raleigh and Durham. 

Secretary attended the annual meeting of the Sand Hill Fire 
Association at Lumberton. Also the Quarterly meeting of the East- 
ern Carolina Fire Association at Greenville. 

The Fire School, sponsored by the State Association, held in 
Durham, attended by all officers of the Association together with 
the advisory members. 

Business conditions, affecting many of the Fire Departments 
throughout the State, gained the attention of all officers of the As- 
sociation. 

The President, Secretary, and other officers, visited many de- 
partments in the interest and welfare of the departments during 


the year. 
Financial difficulties, effecting many departments, were pres- 
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ent in many places. We are glad to report, however, that a great 
many of these difficulties have been adjusted, and savings to many 
have been effected. 

Numerous bank failures have been recorded, the finances in 
many departments have suffered in no small degree, notably, the 
local Firemen’s Relief Fund, has become depleted in many depart- 
ments where the fund had been deposited, and allowed to remain 
in local banks. 

Reports of the fund for the year ending June 30th does not re- 
veal any losses sustained by the fund, from investments made from 
any other source. 

Prompt and careful consideration of the investments of all 
local funds, should have the immediate attention of all Boards of 
Trustees of the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 

Your Executive Committee, working in conjunction with the 
State Insurance Commissioner, have attempted to formulate plans 
by which a schedule bond could be purchased, bonding every treas- 
urer in the Firemen’s Relief Fund throughout the State, securing 
the same rate for every treasurer, expiration of all bonds would be 
the same date, and an adequate amount of bond would be inserted, 
thereby securing ample safety for all funds. 

Your Executive Committee, with the advice and consent of the 
Insurance Commissioner, recommend: that at some time during the 
present sessions of this convention, such action as the convention 
deems wise and proper, should be expressed on this subject.

We will now have the report of the Statistician, Mr. Harris, 
Mr. Charles C. Harris, Rocky Mount: (Reads report) 


Mr. President and Members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In the years that I have appeared before you in an effort to 
bring you the statistics relating to the fire losses of our State, I am 
again forced to tell you that we have suffered an increase in our 
losses over the previous year. We, as an organization, have bound 
ourselves together for the purpose of fighting that great demon 
fire with a hope that we might be able each year to make gains on 
him in the way of reducing our fire loss rather than the demon 
making inroad on our economic resources. First, let us take an 
inventory of our efforts for the past year and see what our net re- 
sults have been against this demon. In compiling the statistics of 
the fire losses of the State for the year 1930 I have, with the assist- 
ance of the State Insurance Department, tried to give you such in- 
formation concerning our losses that you will be able to intelli- 
gently point to the direct cause of our losses for the year 1930 ex- 
ceeding that of 1929. In the tables I have prepared for you I in- 
vite careful study with a hope that those interested in conserving 
the physical property of our cities and towns of the State will do 
everything in their power to better these conditions and show a 
greatly reduced loss ratio for the year 1931. I am not discouraged 
by the net results of our work for the past year, because that was 
an unusual year. I can not help but feel that this era of depression 
that we are passing through has been greatly reflected in the fire 
loss of our State. In 1929 we had 2,423 fires with losses amounting 
to $4,992,412 as compared to 2,822 fires in 1930 with a loss of 
$6,308,552, an increase of 339 fires and $1,316,401 in losses. In 1930 
our loss of $6,308,552 was the largest since 1926 when we had 2,436 
fires with a loss of $6,649,032. In 1922 we started a systematic way 
of keeping our records. Let me give you our record for the past 
ine years so that you can see that we have really made some 
progress in our efforts. Our aggregate loss for the past nine years 
was $51,105,956, our average loss per annum $5,678,484. In 1922 
we had a per capita loss of $3.21 as compared with our per capita 
loss for 1930 of $1.98, a reduction of $1.23 per capita. 

Now let us look at the United States as a whole and compare 
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it with the per capita loss of our State. In 1930 in the United 
States we destroyed by fire $463,612,762 as compared with $422,- 
215,128 in 1929, an increase of $41,397,634. The per capita loss for 
the United States in 1930 was $3.79. This is $1.81 more than the 
State of North Carolina. By this you will see that our State stands 
at the head of the procession in fire losses per capita of $1.98. . 

In getting back to our loss of $6,649,032 let me again call your 
attention to the fact that constant improvements in the burning 
ratio is being made in the larger centers where fire protective facil- 
ities and organizations have been provided. It is in the small towns 
and rural isolations that we have suffered most of our large single 
fires. May I again give you some figures to support this claim? In 
our State we have twelve cities with a population of 15,000 or more. 
These cities report 1,079 fires with a loss of $1,542,034, thereby 
leaving 1,743 fires in the smaller towns of the State with a total 
loss of $4,766,248. Of the 2,822 fires we had in 1930 226 of these re- 
sulted in losses of over $5,000. Of this 226 we had 46 fires which 
resulted in losses of $25,000 or more with an aggregate loss of 
$2,869,359, 61 from $10,000 to $25,000 with an aggregate loss of 
$975,769, 119 fires with losses from $5,000 to $10,000 with an aggre- 
gate loss of $665,470. This gives us a total loss for the 226 fires of 
$4,510,598. This you will see is the largest part of the loss we 
sustained in 1930. In the other 2,596 fires we suffered loss in the 
sum of $1,797,954. A great majority of these fires were in the 
larger cities. Whereas a great majority of the large fires were in 
the smaller cities, where the fire fighting equipment is poor and 
this necessarily renders the best of departments unable to cope 
with the situation when they have a large conflagration. Again let 
me call your attention to the fire record made by some of our large 
cities in their per capita loss. Rocky Mount stands at the head of 
the list with the per capita loss of $.57, the lowest in the State. 
Asheville comes next with $.91 with Winston-Salem third with 
$1.79. 

In conclusion, ladies and gentlemen, let me again stress fire 
prevention and fire preparedness as the solution to our problem. 
Fire prevention by exerting our greatest effort to cleaning up our 
cities and homes, by calling on our city fathers to pass anti-shingle 
ordinances and to equip your department with modern fire fighting 
apparatus, thereby giving you a fair chance to cope with this demon 
fire. Fire preparedness by attending our fire college and drill 
school, by inculeating in the minds of your citizens back home the 
thought of preparedness and thereby gaining the cooperation of the 
people of the State to aid you in putting down this great demon 
fire, the greatest menace to the economic waste of the natural re- 
sources of our State.

What is the pleasure of the convention relative to the Statis- 
tician’s report? 


Chief Nissen, Winston-Salem: 


I move that it be accepted and spread upon the minutes, and 
that this body express thanks to Mr. Harris for his splendid report.

President: 


The minute books of the previous meeting have been passed 
out, and now is the time for their approval, if it is so desired. 
What is your pleasure as to the minutes of the previous meeting, 
gentlemen? 


Mr. John Lewis, Statesville: 

There is one rule on page 117, where it says fifty feet, and it 
has been wrong all the time in here as it is 100 feet. 
Mr. Brockwell: 


It is changed to “on the left,” this says left, and it says fifty 
feet when it is 100 feet. I move that we amend the record thereby, 
saying, “That the hydrant is to be on the right, or left, hand side 
of the street, and that the ladder-shed shall be one hundred feet 
from the hydrant.” 


Member: 

I second the motion. 
President: 

It has been moved and seconded that we change this paragraph 
to read as it should be, and I would like to ask Sherwood Brock- 


well and John Lewis to correct that and give it to the Secretary 
that he might get it in as it should be. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


That is too high to build that ladder from the ground, Last 
year it was fourteen feet, this year it is fifteen feet. I am not cer- 
tain about it, but in order that there shall be no further misunder- 
standing, I would like to know whether the Association is going on 
record as establishing fourteen, or fifteen feet as the standard? 


President: 

It should be a fourteen-foot ladder. I will appoint a committee 
to investigate, what is your pleasure relative to changing these? 
Mr. Charles C. Harris, Rocky Mount: 


I move that you appoint a committee of three to go over the 
rules governing the motor contests, and make such investigations 
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as we are now being governed by in our races. We have got our 
own standards up there which we use, and if they conflict with the 
rules as set down in these minutes, the committee will make these 
corrections. 


Chief Miller, Albemarle: 


I want to second that motion. But I think it would be un- 
wise to change the rules for this year as to the height of the bell 
from the ground because a number of the departments wrote Mr. 
Brockwell and settled on the distance to the center of the bell 
would be fifteen feet. That has never been settled in the rules, but 
I think it would be very unwise to change it for this year.

At this time we will have the report of the conductor of the 
fire school in Durham. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


Wake up there while I give you a three-minute talk. (Pulls 
off his coat, rolls up sleeves) Is John Foister in the house? Fois- 
ter stands up) Come up here a minute. And where is D. E. Tur- 
ner, of Mooresville. (Mr. Turner comes forward) Gentlemen, while 
these two men are up here, I want to say something to you that 
has absolutely nothing to do with the fire school. In my work in 
the state I have contact with, almost constantly, the work that 
your Secretary has done during the last year. It is a work that 
has never been duplicated by any officer in any association. He is 
peculiarly fitted for this work, he is an expert, and he has made 
himself invaluable in bringing up this Firemen’s Relief Fund to its 
present status, His uncanny knowledge of banking and finances 
has fixed it so that today I can conservatively say there is at least 
$50,000 in our various Firemen’s Relief Funds throughout the state 
which would not be there were any other man on earth in the Sec-

retary’s chair. He had no idea that I was going to say this. That 
man’s services there has been worth his weight in gold in addition 
to the work that he has done for you in every meeting of any in- 
terest to the firemen of the state, he has been found right there. 


Now, getting back to the fire school, our Secretary should have 
shook hands and left me in Durham, for he was a sick man. And 
he worked every minute of that meeting, and he left only in time to 
be in Concord the next morning to attend to some financial duties 
relating to this association. I wanted to say that while I was on 
my feet. 

Mr. Turner there, and Mr. Foister—come on up here, John— 
the proof of a pudding is the eating thereof, and in 1913 I went to 
Chapel Hill found John Foister on the running team, and today he 
stands before us as one of your ex-presidents, and a man sorely ill. 
He is sick, but in his condition, although he has been a chief for 
more than sixteen years, he made it possible to attend every meet- 
ing of the fire school and answered to every roll call. Thank you, 
John. 

This man, Mr. Turner, at the time of the fire school, was a 
member of the Legislature at the most critical time in the financial 
history in the State of North Carolina. He found it convenient 
and expedient to leave the halls of the General Assembly and to 
answer to every roll call at the fire school of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. (Applause) Neither one of these men 
are what you call “yearly firemen,” neither one was on the reel 
team, jumping off the back end of a fire wagon, but they are well 
versed in all of your association matters. They came, saw, listened 
and learned at the Firemen’s Association’s School. I put them up 
as an example for the younger men of this Association. If we con- 
titnue the Fire School you can also look, listen and learn, and leave 
knowing more than when you came. I do not have to say anything 
on behalf of this fire school, because while you boys didn’t know it, 
one man who attended that school did not come so much as an in- 
structor, as he appeared to you, but he came representing the Unit- 
ed States Chamber of Commerce and the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. He was one of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce’s Drill School Committee and in his report to the National 
Fire Protection Association the following month, he said that the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association’s Drill School was the 
outstanding Drill School of the country and that the men in it’ did 
what the United States Chamber of Commerce and the National 
Fire Protection Association had been endeavoring to do; that was 
Mr. Goldsmith, whom those of you who came, saw, heard out on 
the drill yard. 

Now, just one other thing I want to say to you, it is of vital 
interest to you, and that is that in your meeting last year at 
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Morehead City, you appropriated $500.00 to conduct your Fire 
School. Most anywhere else, with the faculty that we had, you 
would have spent $500.00 because we did have a wonderful faculty. 
You heard your Secretary’s report, and it showed that the expenses 
of the Fire School of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association was 
only $94.30, that included all expenses of the meeting, including 
the diplomas that you took home with you. In other words, due 
to the efforts of the members and of the officers of this Associa- 
tion, and the Durham Fire Department, your committee—your 
Drill School committee—was in position to give you boys Mr. 
Goldsmith and one of the outstanding fire colleges in the country 
for only $94.30. The fact is that we have got the finest organi- 
zation of its kind on earth. The State Firemen’s Association doesn’t 
want to pause there. 

We have down in Raleigh, Colonel Andrew Joyner who is a 
hound for work. And he has already given a formal report of our 
Fire School, the salient points, which I will read to you. 


THE STATE FIREMEN’S TRAINING SCHOOL 


The North Carolina Firemen’s Association Fire School of 1931, 
held at Durham, April 14th 15th and 16th surpassed the highest 
hopes of the officers of the Association and the Conductor of the 
school. It showed conclusively that the Firemen of North Caro- 
lina are determined to head the procession in modern fire-fighting, 
and this third session of the school was definite evidence of the in- 
terest the firemen throughout the State are taking, as more attend- 
ed and more cities and towns were represented at this meeting than 
ever before. 

Fifty-three North Carolina cities and towns, one South Caro- 
lina city and one Virginia city were represented, with a total of 
268 men, covering the entire State. 

The school was divided into a College or Lecture course and 
the Drill school. Of the 268 firemen attending, 148 attended all 
lectures and were awarded Fire College certificates. Eighty-seven 
attended all lecture courses and participated in all drill evolutions, 
these 87 being awarded Fire College certificates and Drill school 
certificates. Of the 87 drill school participants, 54 were advanced 
drill having participated in two or more N. C. Drill schools.

The Drill School was conducted on the Durham Fire Tower, a 
six-story standard drill tower, and the standard evolutions of the 
- International Association (New York fire department) were prac- 
ticed. 

Among these evolutions were two strictly North Carolina 
ideas, erecting an impromptu Fire Tower and Pike Pole drill, both 
being successfully demonstrated. 


In addition to the arranged program, talks were made by 
Chief Harry Nissen, of the Winston-Salem department, Dr. W. S. 
Long, chief Graham fire department, John T. McKernan, chief of 
Sanford department, Joseph Kestler of the Salisbury department 
and Charles M. Ketchum, of -the Greensboro Chamber of Com- 
merce. An excellent demonstration of Salvage operations was 
given by members of the High Point department. 


Any of you who didn’t get one of these, here they are. (Has 
a number of copies on a table for distribution.) This is a summary 
of your Fire School, along with all of the names of the men who 
participated and attended, the number of roll calls they answered, 
this information has been sent to your fire departments which you 
can get. I hope they will put it in the minutes of your meeting. 
(Hands stenographer a copy of the leaflet with the notice of the 
Drill School marked, to be incorporated in the report). 

In finishing this report, I want to say this: That up until a 
few years ago the fire loss was not taken seriously by the business 
people of the country. The Fire School is now becoming the chief 
topic and one of the chief activities of the national Chamber of 
Commerce. I am happy to say that North Carolina, through its 
Firemen’s Association has kept abreast of the times. It makes a 
whale of a lot of extra work on me which I gladly take along with 
Mr. Croom, Mr. Fitzgerald and other drill masters, we have de- 
cided to carry on 100% of what we can deliver. We are having 
built in Raleigh, now, one of the finest drill towers ever Duilt. 20 
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is going to be called the municipal auditorium. It is the simplest 
I have ever seen, and I have seen all of the big ones. 


I do want to say this before closing. That we had a wonderful 
drill team, Mr. Croom, and Assistant Chief Fitzgerald, assisted by 
Claude Turner and Ben Campen of Durham. I want you all to 
come to school, work and try to emulate John Foister and D. E. 
Turner, and we will try to send you back home knowing a little 
u.ore than you did before. There are fellows all over the state of 
North Carolina that know a great deal more about the work than 
Ido. Take Charles Schnibben, and Earnhardt, they are old hands 
av fighting fire. Sometimes you find one who knows more than all 
of us. 


wr. Long, Graham: 


I have attended the college course, and have been interested 
.n the firemen’s work since Captain McNeill organized it. I can 
vce one of the benefits of this college. It is a great thing. I hope 
1. iS going to become permanent. Sherwood Brockwell ought to be 
“wr. Brockwell.” I hope this convention sees fit to confer on him 
a degree, “Professor”, but it ought to be “Doctor”. Come on, boys, 
1evS name him. (Laughter) 


President: 


Gentlemen of the Fire School: This was my first opportunity 
ui attending all of the sessions. I see the necessity and the good of 
.., and in my report I asked you to continue it. We already have 
sume invitations to a town or city where we can carry on again as 
ve did in the past. 


At this time your Secretary has a few words that he wants to 
say to you about God’s gift to the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
zassociation, Sherwood Brockwell. 


secretary Miller: 


Just before going into this, some of the boys may want io 
leave, 1 want to urge you to be present at the Memorial Service 
which will be held in the Playhouse Theatre on Main Street, at 
nine-thirty o’clock tomorrow. It is necessary for the Memorial 
Committee to have the names of all of the deceased members dur- 
ing the year. If there are any deceased members in your depart- 
ment I would be glad for you to give us the information so that 
tneilr names may be recorded in tomorrow’s service. Let the word 
go out tonight about it so that we may have all of the names to- 
in0rrow morning at this Memorial Service. 


Mr. President, I am going to talk to you about a man who has 
a reputation of going down to the Sir Walter Hotel in Raleigh and 
putting out more fires than any fire chief in North Carolina. 
(Laughter). I am going to tell some of his shortcomings as he 
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goes around, and as he works up on the ladders of the Fire Schools. 
If you don’t answer the roll call three times a day he says you are 
not a fireman and he is going to attend to you when you get back 
home. We are afraid of him. While it is true that you, Mr. Brock- 
well, have been hard on us, but you are trying to accomplish in this 
state an outstanding piece of work. While you are more interested 
in the welfare of this commonwealth along certain lines of activ- 
ities than you are in other work, I believe when I tell you that you 
know more firemen, (Speaking directly to Mr. Brockwell, who is 
_ seated on the front row) and have mingled with more firemen than 
any other man in the state, I am speaking the truth. I say to you, 
that you have done this work without reward or hope of reward, 
and I believe I am telling the truth. (Mr. Brockwell nods his head 
in assent). And I say to you that just recently you have heard 
from one of our old members whom I reverence, Dr. Long of Gra- 
ham, in which he stated that you should be christened another 
name. I won’t undertake to do that without the consent of your 
wife because I have heard you speak in such complimentary terms 
of your better half, it might not be well for us to do it. 


Sherwood, you have given your time, your reserve energy, that 
has been stored up for many years back, and you are exercising 
that element in your makeup to the extent of possibly sometimes 
sooner or later that reserve force will leave you. The North Car- 
olina State Firemen’s Association has been interested in you to no 
little extent. We believe that when we make the statement to you 
that we have not got another member of our organization that can 
equal the feats that you have accomplished for us in our Fire 
Schools; in our everyday service and our everyday life no one can 
exercise the influence for the good of our respective communities 
throughout the state better than the work you are doing. It be- 
comes my privilege and pleasure to say to you that you are held 
in esteem, love and respect by the four thousand members of this 
organization, in which no other being in North Carolina is now be- 
ing held. I want to say to you, from the bottom of my heart, that 
from the time that you entered into the fire game in North Caro- 
lina up to the present time, that although you may be wrong at 
times, you never intended it to be for anything but for the benefit 
of your fellow man and especially for the benefit of this organiza- 
tion. It is a peculiar pleasure for me to say to you that these men 
who are represented here now, and who come from the farthest 
corners of this state, greet you. It is a special duty and privilege 
I have in presenting to you some token of their appreciation, love 
and esteem so that in the future years you can refer to it, and re- 
member this occasion, and remember that what now is being pre- 
sented to you comes to you from the hearts of these four thousand 
men. And as I said, in the future your recollections of the past, 
may you remember that these things have been given to you by

your loyal friends, and that when this afternoon sun which is now 
fast setting over the western hills, your time and my time is com- 
ing when that sun of ours will be setting and I hope, Sir, that 
these few things, not of value, but which represent our feelings 
that they will cast a refiection in your mind at that time, which 
will cause you to have pleasant memories of the things that you 
have gone through in this life. 

I desire, Sir, to present to you, on behalf of the members of 
this organization, not for anything that they owe to you, because 
what you have given these men comes from a heart full of love for 
humanity, this is not for anything that you have done, but from 
the respect and love that these men feel toward you. i, in behalf 
of this organization, desire to present to you these articles, a silver 
service set, and in behalf of this organization, I want you to use 
them, and in using them, cast your memories back to 1931, in the 
town of Statesville, to the friends that have assembled here. Sir, 
in behalf of your comrades, and in behalf of the officers of the as- 
sociation in the year 1930 and 1931, for the help and interest that 
you have given them, the officers of this Association present to you 
this, their token of love and respect, take it and use it and may it 
be an inspiration in years to come for your well-being and that 
of your entire family. (Applause) (Presents a beautiful silver 
pitcher, on behalf of the officers of the Association.) (Prolonged 
applause) 

Mr. Brockwell: 


(With tears coursing down his cheeks, intense emotion) I want 
this to be a warning to all you boys. I said something this morn- 
ing about John L. Miller, and while ago, he came back and said 
what he did about me. Boys, (pause) God knows I appreciate this. 
It is a most visible sign of inward and spiritual grace. It is un- 
necessary. I can stand flatfooted and say to you that so help me 
God, I have already been rewarded for any effort that I can ever 
put forth for the North Carolina Firemen’s Association. It is true 
and I do not say this in the spirit of a braggart, but time and time 
again before I was of any value to you, if I am now, I have risked 
my life both on drill towers and in burning buildings acquiring the 
knowledge that I have since been able to turn into a means of live- 
lihood. So see the young men of this Association respond as they 
have in the three schools that we have held is reward enough for 
anyone, any one man on earth, and again let me say to you that 
while this gift is treasured from the bottom of my heart, it is un- 
necessary. You have already paid me. I say this, I don’t know 
whether it is with a feeling of pride, or vague unrest, that when I 
look into this convention, that there is hardly a man in it who took 
a prominent part when I walked in a slip of a boy, sixteen years 
old, back in 1902. When I first came to the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s convention, I saw in it what I see today: A set of men 
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unequalled in this world for bravery, for devotion to duty, and for 
appreciation. If this is a symbol of your appreciation of my poor 
efforts, God knows what it would be to a man who really and truly 
does something for you worthwhile, 


Now, it is impossible for me, having come before you as many 
times as I have, with a few little strands of gray that you don’t 
notice in this brown head of mine, they weren’t there thirty odd 
years ago. I can’t, since that first day that I came in, up until 
now, say how many times I have been on this floor talking to you. 
I have been up here time and time again when I had no business 
on this floor, but I couldn’t help getting up. I am aiming to talk to 
you again before I leave. There is one thing I remember, and I’ll 
never forget. That is when I left the Raleigh Fire Department I 
left the child of my heart. Since I’d been a boy my one sole am- 
bition had been to be the chief of the Raleigh Fire Department. 
After having been there a while, I received a call to do the work 
that I am trying to do now, in the North Carolina Firemen’s As- 
sociation. I couldn’t make up my mind to leave the department 
that I had organized. I loved every man and horse in it, every part 
of it. I didn’t leave it. I came to what appeared to me a great 
field. I want to tell you that when I attended a convention as- 
_sembled in 1914, after having left the department that I loved to 
come to the North Carolina Firemen’s Association, and looking over 
them, there never has been a boy on earth that felt himself less 
qualified than I did. The Association in 1914 did not understand 
what I intended to do through the efforts of the Insurance Depart- 
ment. I remember distinctly one man, who has since proved to be 
a friend that any man on earth would be proud of, Charlie Schnib- 
ben, Dean of Fire Chiefs in North Carolina. He came to me that 
day, and said, “What are you going to do, tell us firemen how to 
run our business?” You will never know how that cut me. It 
hurt me all over. That was not my purpose, and I told him that I 
fully intended to go to all the Departments in the State and to give 
my life in trying to give all the best in each and every one to the 
others, but the lick had hurt. I went home whipped. (Pause) 
“When I got home, whipped, my own wife, to whom I will take 
wonderful pleasure in showing this, (holds the pitcher up) said: 
“Sherwood, they don’t know what you are trying to do. Why don’t 
you quit?” My answer was that I believed in the Firemen of 
North Carolina, anybody could quit, but I’d be damned if I wasn’t 
going to fight it out. (Applause) She came right bee 
“They will not appreciate it, they want something you haven't got. 
(Holds the pitcher up) When I go back to the hotel and take this, 
V’ll be damned if she, God bless her, don’t see that you boys ap- 
preciate what I have been doing. (Applause) And I want to tell 
you (emotional pause, tears coursing down his cheeks) this is by 
far the most trying time in my life, I’m going to break down, I’ve 
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been trying all during this convention to stand before you and 
“holler” “let’s go.” Iam going to talk to you about “guts” before 
you leave this convention. I have always tried to show them, but 
when a blow comes below the belt, like this gentlemen, I can’t 
stand it. So help me God, I’ll never feel satisfied until I have the 
opportunity to express my thanks to you in a cooler, calmer mo- 
ment. This is the most beautiful moment of my life... 


“There are flowers that bloom 

Whose rich perfume fills our heart with a strange delight, 
But they wither... ” 

This beautiful gift, my friends, is like the flowers in that it is 


beautiful and fills me with a strange delight—but it is also—like 
everything else this Association does—serviceable and lasting—I 
shall keep it and when my “summons comes to join that innumer- 
able caravan” the loved ones I leave behind will, by this token,— 
know—that my friends, for every friend I have on earth is in 
some way connected with this Association, appreciated my poor 
efforts—I must sit down before I faint. God knows, I thank you. 


Chief Semon, St. Paul: 


I have set here and listened to the remarks of Sherwood Brock- 
well and my heart was close to the facts of what endurance will 
mean to us if we take it for our motto. Endurance is the final suc- 
cess of our objectives in life. (Applause) 


Chief Shaw, Greensboro: 


It is sort of a revival. I kind of feel that way about it after 
this ceremony I just saw through, I want to say to you that your 
President here was responsible for this. He was touring the west- 
ern part of North Carolina, came back through Greensboro, stopped 
through there, and I was on the executive board. We realized the 
value of Sherwood Brockwell. This was shortly after the Drill 
School in Durham. After attending that school there and seeing 
how he worked and labored there, when the groups which he repre- 
sented there, amounted to thousands to the fire departments, we 
discussed the fact of giving Sherwood: Brockwell something in ap- 
preciation of his efforts and for his success there in that school, we 
discussed it for a few minutes and we wondered if this wouldn’t 
be a nice thing for the Association to present here at this conven- 
tion, and then we didn’t know how it would take with the members 
of his wonderful organization. And after -we thought it over a 
while, we decided that if the Association didn’t take to it, we, real- 
izing what he meant, that we would donate this to the Association, 
and thank God that the engraving is on there “From the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association.” Then after doing that, your 
President thought well, it would be a nice thing for the President

Mr. Chairman, I have been attending a number of conventions 
in the South, and I want to say to every one of you, from the bot- 
tom of my heart, that tomorrow morning at the Playhouse Theatre, 
there is going to put on one of the finest programs that we have 
ever held as a Memorial Service. I want you to look here at this 
program. (Reads) “Somewhere the Sun is Shining,” music fur- 
nished by a quartet or choir composed of firemen in this state. 
Then another song, “The Vacant Chair,” and, “Nearer My God to 
Thee.” It would pay you to go anywhere to hear it, and to give the 
respect to our departed brothers during the past year. In one ad- 
dress at the Athens meeting, something of fundamental interest to 
every man there, and at the close the audience applauded. Let’s

MEMORIAL ADDRESS 


(Rev. J. Lewis Thornburg) 


One morning I missed him, on the accustomed hill, 
Along the heath, and at his favorite tree;

And as we gather here to salute them out there, it seems to me 
that the language of the Great Emancipator should express our 
mutual feeling: “It is rather for us to be here dedicated to the 
great tasks remaining before us that from these dead we might re- 
ceive an increased devotion to that cause for which they gave the 
last full measure of their devotion, and here, highly resolve that 
these who have died shall not have died in vain.” So, friends, in 
memory we pay our respect to those who have gone. May we do 
it by here rededicating ourselves to unselfish service for one an- 
other. 

A rose once climbed up the wall and found its way through a 
crevice to the other side where it blossomed and bloomed, and is not 
this life, as you behold the painting of a great artist, as you are 
thrilled by the sweet melodies of a great composer, or your souls 
are inspired by the poems of yesterday, think of the vanquished 
hand, the voice that is silent, the pen that has been thrust aside, 
and yet, the beautiful painting, the sweet melodies, the lovely 
poems of yesterday—it behooves you and me to live nobly, to live 
unselfishly, to live fully in order that the deeds which we do might 
remain a blessing to those who remain when we pass over. 


So, Mr. Chairman, as your representative, I would like to stand 
by the graves of these departed co-wokers and especially would I 
like to stand by the grave of that young hero, Edgar Elliott, a young 
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man who gave his life at the post of duty; and, speaking for you, 
I would like to say to each of these who have gone, “We bring you 
today and place upon your graves, the rose, because the rose is the 
symbol of love.” It has always been and ever shall be the mark of 
affection. We bring you that symbol, for we would express our 
affection for you. The rose wherever it blooms, whatever rose it 
might be, whether from the Canadian region or in our own United 
States; the wild Irish rose, or the fragrant Japanese rose—wher- 
ever it is found it conveys love and affection, whether it be found in 
the crown that adorns the head of the hero who has returned from 
the field of battle, whether it be found in the crown that adorns the 
head of the queen of beauty, whether it be found in the arms of the 
June bride, or whether it be found upon the grass covered grave, 
it means love. And so, we bring you our roses. 


We would also bring you the lily—the white lily, the symbol 
and emblem of the resurrection, a beautiful flower. Looking back, 
I think of the sweet singer of Israel who, with prophetic fore- 
sight, looked ahead to a day when the promised Saviour would come 
to release his people from bondage. He declared, “I am the rose 
of Sharon. I am the lily of the valley.” And so, we place upon 
their graves today in memory, the white lily because, fellow com- 
rades, we have faith to believe that you shall come forth from the 
sepulchre and rise to a new life. 


And finally, as we stand on that sacred ground, by the graves 
of those whom we love, we would place another flower, the fragrant 
forget-me-not. It is the symbol of remembrance. How wonderful 
is the art gallery of the mind! How wonderful is this faculty of 
memory which God has given to man! For upon its walls there 
hangs scenes that surpass the collections of the museum of arts. 
For here in the mind we find the humble home scenes, the beautiful 
landscapes, the azure skies, the glorious sunsets and sunrises. But 
greatest of all are the portraits of those who are dear to us. Money 
cannot buy these treasures. And so, comrades, fellow co-laborers. 
Today, in this service for Jesus, we would assure you that there is 
a place on the walls of our memory for you, and as long as the 
stars continue to beam overhead, and as long as the forget-me-not 
continues to bloom, we shall ever treasure the remembrance of your 
lives, those of you who have passed along the way before us.

Chief Nissen:

President: 


We go into new business at this time. 
Mr. Charles C. Harris, Rocky Mount: 

The committee of which I’m chairman desires to offer the fol- 
lowing amendment: (Reads) 

“To amend section 1, sub-section “3” of the Constitution and 
By-Laws of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund by inserting 
in the fourth line the word “fifty” instead of “fifty-five” as orig- 
inally written.” 

Also, “Section II by inserting in the third line after the word 
“showing,” the words, “by medical certificate” and in the fifth line 
by striking out the word “all” and substituting therefor the word 
“twelve.” And further by starting after the colon in the fifth line 
and strike out the balance of the fifth line, all of the sixth line and 
the seventh line down to the word “roll.”

“Syb-sec. “3”, No application presented for membership eith- 
er active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the 
Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Found if the age of the applicant 1s 
in excess of 50 years. 

2. Any member whose name shall have been dropped from the 
Roll of Members for non-payment of assessments may e re-In- 
stated in his membership upon application, and upon showing by 
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medical certificate that he is in good health at the time and upon 
paying to the Secretary the sum of $2.20 together with twelve past 
due assessments: And provided, further, that no member so in de- 
fault shall be allowed more than one application for reinstate- 
ment.” 


Mr. Harris: 


We offer that as an amendment to the Constitution and By- 
laws. 


President: 


We have quite a few requests for reinstatement in the Insur- 
ance Department, and of course, we are not in position as of the 
laws of today, to grant it. I am going to ask Mr. Miller to explain 
to you just what and how this thing will have to be handled to meet 
the requirements you men have requested. 


Secretary Miller: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Convention: In December 
1921, your executive committee assembled in the office of the In- 
surance Commissioner at Raleigh. We were there for the purpose 
of inaugurating a Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund, sponsored 
at that time by Colonel J. H. Wood, then President of the Associa- 
tion. The Firemen’s Relief Fund was patterned at that time after 
another great organization in this state. We asked the Insurance 
Commissioner to give us license and privilege of doing a life in- 
surance business in this state on the assessment plan. It devel- 
oped at that meeting that this could not be granted by the Insur- 
ance Commission, not until a constitution and by-laws had been 
prepared by the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund together with 
a policy that we proposed to issue, these papers were to be fur- 
nished his office in order that he could pass upon what he had set 
up in our constitution and by-laws and when so passed by his of- 
fice, it would become a law. You know that the Insurance Commis- 
sioner is charged, it is his duty, with the supervision of insurance 
in North Carolina, and if you are not complying with the law, he 
sees that you do. When the constitution and by-laws met his ap- 
proval, then he gave us permission to do business, issued license to 
us to do business. It costs $58.00 a year and is sent to his office. 
When those by-laws are adopted by the fund, and approved by the 
Commissioner, we were bound as an organization to function in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of that Fund. That is 
what we have tried to do. But, for nine and a half years since we 
have been in existence, a great many things appear which we can- 
not handle under the present constitution and by-laws, especially in 
a case where a man for some cause or another has permitted his 
policy to lapse. We have got no way now under the constitution 
and by-laws whereby a fireman can be reinstated in his member- 
ship in that organization; after a period of 12 months, his name is 
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stricken from the roll for non-payment of assessments. The only 
thing we are trying now to do is to avoid this, or broaden the by- 
laws so that for one reason or another a man who for some cause 
that we know not of, for instance he leaves his department and 
moves to the country or some other town and loses interest and 
for a short while after that he moves back to his town again and 
becomes a member of the same department. There is no way to 
reinstate him. Or he may move to another state; he cannot be re- 
instated when he comes back if he has been away for more than 
12 months. So this is all that this amendment means. You notice 
in the first place that it cuts the age limit from “55” which we 
are now operating under, to a period of “50” years of age. There 
is no way you cane lose if you are an active or honorary man, if 
you keep in good standing in your department, and pay your dues 
which are remitted to the State Association, is the only require- 
ment for that policy unless you get to be in the condition, for some 
reason or other, that your department does not desire to carry you 
as an honorary member. You lose your insurance. There is no 
other way provided for you to do it except through your depart- 
ment. That is the only change. I will give you an example. I 
know one of these men personally, he is now thirty-four years old, 
a professional man, he moved out of North Carolina into Virginia 
and he didn’t understand the law. He thought he would have to 
drop his policy. Three years after that he moved back and again 
became a member of his department, and he is now asking to be 
reinstated. The chief first sent in his application, and of course, 
I referred to my files and I found that he had a policy issued in 
1924. Therefore my hands were tied; I couldn’t issue a policy to 
him. Now this amendment sets out that after 12 months he can 
come back by paying $2.20 plus twelve assessments. It will cost 
him $15.40 all told to be reinstated. If he is interested at all and 
wants the benefits of the insurance fund the committee feels that 
$15.40 would not be a hindrance to him and asking him to come 
back, giving him an opportunity he wouldn’t have otherwise, pro- 
vided he is not fifty years old, of course. 

In the constitution and by-laws, and it has been in here for 
nine or ten years, a member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association, that is an active member, is eligible to membership, 
(Reads) “an honorarmy member who has already served five years 
‘as an active fireman in a company having representation in the 
State Firemen’s Association and who has for the past five years 
been in a good standing with the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association shall be eligible for membership in the Firemen’s Fra- 
ternal Insurance Fund.” That means he can serve a year in Char- 
lotte, a year in Monroe, another year somewhere else until he gets 


five years. . 
Chief Farmer, Wilson, N. C.: 
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I move that the resolution offered by the executive committee 
be adopted. 


Chief Nissen, Winston-Salem: 


A resolution has to be considered, does it not? (Reads) 
“amended or added to by a vote of two-thirds of the executive com- 
mittee at any regular meeting or a meeting called for that pur- 
pose, same to be subject to approval by the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association at its next regular meeting.” — 


Mr. Brockwell: 


I would like to amend Chief Farmer’s motion by recommend- 
ing that the recommendation of the committee be reported favor- 


able by this convention. 
. .. This was seconded and duly carried... 


Mr. Kessler, Salisbury: 


I have this resolution to offer: (Reads) 


Whereas, there has been much discussion about the funds of 
the Relief Fund being remitted to the local relief treasurers and 
whereas that certain requirements by the local treasurers must 
be met, and whereas the Executive Committee and the Insurance 
Commissioner have discussed this matter relative to forming a 
plan by which a schedule of rates can be had, economically, and 
a plan worked out, that the Insurance Commissioner may take out 
the premium of the said local treasurer’s bond and remit the bal- 
ance to the said treasurers of said fund, and thereby save much 
time and delay 


Now, be it resolved that the Executive Committee and the In- 
surance Commissioner be empowered with the duty to further this 
plan, perfect it, and put into operation at its earliest convenience. 


J. C. KESLER. 


President: 
You have heard the resolution offered by Mr. Kesler, of Sal- 
isbury, what is your pleasure? 
Mr. John Lewis, Statesville: 
I move that it be adopted. 
Mr. Davis, New Bern: 
I second the motion. 
Secretary Miller: 


I think it is due this organization to know what we are doing, 
and I would like to have two minutes to tell you what this means 
to you. There are one hundred and forty-two relief accounts in 
North Carolina today. We are not broadcasting it to the world, 
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but there is about $400,000 distributed in this state belonging to 
these various state funds. This fund has been in operation since 
the year 1910 when you got your first check. The business of this 
fund in the local departments has been so small that nobody hardly 
has more than one or two transactions a year as done in behalf of 
the department, in some instances not a single transaction, or ex- 
penditure has been made from that fund, thereby the board of 
trustees lost interest. Lost interest, I’d say, to the extent that 
they had no business to do thereby they don’t know anything about 
its 

‘The paper that we read yesterday, and the letter that we 
read from the Insurance Commissioner, shows that your Insurance 
Commissioner and the officers of your executive committee have 
been very much interested in this fund, its protection. So the com- 
mittee has been in conference with Mr. Boney for nearly a year. 
Mr. Boney has been twice to New York. I don’t know whether it 
was especially to see about this proposition, possibly other mat- 
ters too—I know he has been there with Mr. Tanner who names 
the rates for bonds in this state and other states. Mr. Tanner is 
afraid of the North Carolina law, when he states that our courts 
may at sometime when he issues this bond, hold them liable for the 
deposits in banks, and of course, an insurance company now has 
good reason for not issuing them to the small banks, or large ones, 
as far as that is concerned. Mr. Boney suggests that this same 
company issues bonds for the one hundred treasurers in North 
Carolina of the school fund, to the amount of two and a half million 
dollars, charging them one per cent, which is ten dollars on the 
thousand. \ We can get this bond on one-half of one percent, elim- 
inate the possibility of loss by the bondsmen, and by giving an 
account of the deposits I believe we can get this premium reduced 
to $4.00. Some of the departments, twenty in number, I tell you, 
from the reports just received, are getting their premiums at a 
rate of $2.50 per thousand. The rest are paying from five to twen- 
ty-five per thousand, some twelve, some fifteen. So, Mr. Boney 
thinks, and I think his opinion is right, that we can save money 
to the departments by issuing a schedule bond, iinserting “Bill 
Jones” name in “Salisbury”—beg pardon, that came to my mind— 
right after this name he will put ten thousand dollars there, to 
furnish him with the amount that should be written in that bond 
covering each and every treasurer. Of course it will have to be 
set up at a maximum of price, less than a thousand dollars cost 
the fund four or five dollars per year, but your executive commit- 
tee tried to save your money and the Insurance Commissioner 
wants you to do that. Where the small towns are getting only six- 
teen, eighteen or twenty dollars a year, they are asked to send that 
check on. ‘There are honest men in that department, and it ought 
to grow to seventy-five or a hundred dollars; he. accedes to our 
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wishes, working with us. Now, I have got a bond in my hand 
handed to me since I have been here. I understand there are a 
large amount of these. It represents a lot of work. Some bonds 
were issued to take the place of one hundred and forty-five. Don’t 
you think that we have saved work and labor? 


Another thing; you get your check held up from the Commis- 
sioner’s office unless you advise him. Bob Whitley’s was held up, 
Chief Brown’s of Salisbury was held up because your treasurer had 
not sent a satisfactory bond for last year. They are holding that 
check now. Mr. Boney collects this money, takes it out, sends it 
to Charlie Schnibben, our treasurer, to run the organization. He 
is now to take the premium out of every fund and remit it him- 
self direct. He doesn’t have to require this receipt. He knows 
that when he pays that premium these bonds are in force for those 
amounts inserted in the bond. It simplifies matters, saves time 
and labor. 


President: 
Is there any question? 
Chief Brown, Salisbury: 


I am really in the dark about the origin of the resolution. It 
must have been gotten up by some one here in furtherance of what 
was said yesterday. I am speaking as treasurer of our relief fund. 
I am not satisfied as to whether I favor the resolution or not. I 
look at it this way, in the first place, I‘think the State Insurance 
Commissioner seems to be, the way he is working, practically tak- 
ing the power from the relief fund committee, it is their privilege 
anyway. Whether that is a law or not, I am satisfied with it, but 
I have never been satisfied that it is a law. I would like to have 
the explanation of the law on both sides of the question. I don’t 
know about the law upon which they operate. Now if a law is a 
law, it is a fact that the Insurance Commissioner can collect this 
money from the insurance department. If it is a law to remit it to 
the different treasurers after sixty days, why isn’t that law car- 
ried out? We have just received our check. It has been seven or 
eight months. The relief fund committee is supposed to carry out 
certain lows. I wonder why they are not carried out from start to 
finish? I don’t know whether it costs us more, or costs us less. 
Now, we ought to be able to reduce our bond to $12.50, where last 
year we paid $25.00. The first thing should be to find out what he 
can get his bond at. The committee ought to see where they can 
buy these. Give them all this money, by the time they take that 
out, it will be next Christmas before we get our money. 


President: 


I think that if you will allow him, Mr. Brockwell can explain 
this to you. 
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Mr. Brockwell: 


I can explain it to you so you can “shorely” understand it. I 
think Mr. Miller has already done it; you misinterpret what Mr. 
Miller says. First, last and always, this is not any attempt on the 
part of the Insurance Commissioner to dictate anything to any- 
body. Whatever is law, as long as Dan Boney is Insurance Com- 
missioner, is going to be lived up to, because he is a lawyer, and 
he is a four-square man. He is going to demand of everybody do- 
ing any kind of work whereby the insurance department is involved, 
that he live up to the letter of the law. This happens to have ab- 
solutely nothing to do with the law. Now, the insurance depart- 
ment has been for low these many years, collecting this money from 
the insurance companies and disbursing it at expense and laborious 
task to the firemen of North Carolina. Now,.this proposition was 
one whereby the insurance department offers more service, more 
tasks , in order to relieve the firemen, especially the treasurers, 
or the board of trustees, some of whom have been negligent, to 
help you get your money easier and with less difficulty. 


Now, it means this, the law is this: The law is that the Insur- 
ance Commissioner must collect this tax from the insurance com- 
panies. That is one part of the law. The next part of the law is 
that he must, before he sends a nickel out to any of you, have in his 
possession a safe and sound bond. That is right, isn’t it, Mr. Mil- 
ler? Now, that fact alone assures everybody of having the right 
amount of money collected from these companies and disbursed 
to the various companies throughout the state. Now, one of the 
things that has given your secretary and your executive board and 
the insurance department a great deal of trouble, has been the 
dereliction or the neglect on the part of many treasurers in not 
filing a safe and proper bond. Now, under the law, Mr. Boney or 
no other man who is elected insurance commissioner can send you 
that money until he is satisfied that there is a safe and sufficient 
bond. Various bonds come in, a lot of bonding companies are not 
so good. Suppose your treasurer buys from this local man a bond 
which he thinks is good, and when it gets to the Insurance Commis- 
sioner he knows it is not good, and he has got to buy another bond 
and send that back before he can start your money to rolling. 


The proposition is merely this: To save your board of direc- 
tors of your Firemen’s Relief Fund and the treasurers thereof, un- 
necessary trouble, and in order to get your money to you with the 
least possible delay, Mr. Boney tells your Secretary in my pres- 
ence that everybody in North Carolina that 1s getting a bond for 
less than $5.00 is going to be raised during the coming year. (Turns 
to Mr. Miller) That’s correct? (Mr. Miller nods assent) There- 
fore he is in a position where he thinks that to get a blanket bond 
and nobody will have to pay over five dollars, and we would all 
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save. Instead then of collecting your money and then waiting for 
that treasurer’s bond to come in and then find it bad, sending it 
back, holding your money as he is forced by law to do in many in- 
stances, he takes that out anyhow, it comes out of your fund, and 
it relieves you from the delay, he is willing to take the extra task 
at no expense to you for getting you the proper bond. So that the 
bond that he knows is good, not one single department in the state 
has been held up in a single instance. In the past it has been 
necessary to wait to find out whether the bond was any good or not. 
If that is dictating, then I’m a grasshopper’s stepmother. 


I appreciate your interest. If we men don’t get up and fight 
for our interests, then the Association is gone. In that particular 
instance you have misinterpreted Mr. Miller’s statement of what 
Mr. Boney wanted to do. He will be in a position to serve you bet- 
ter. I suggest that we do it that way. Don’t think that Dan gives 
a... whether you do it or not, it is going to take more time down 
there. And you all know me, and you have seen Dan, and he is 
trying to do a little bit more for the Firemen’s Association. He 
will not do it as long as one living soul in here thinks he is dictat- 
ing to you. Under the provisions of the law, we have to dictate 
more than we want to. It is away from dictating, another service 
for a noble set of men. 


Mr. O’Briant Roxboro: 


I am the treasurer of the Firemen’s Relief Fund in our little 
town, and have been for the last five years. I heartily agree with 
Mr. Sherwood Brockwell that it is a great deal of trouble to get 
this bond arranged and get it through. I think Mr. Brockwell is 
exactly right in the matter. I know from experience what a trou- 
ble this is. The way I feel about it is that they are offering us a 
proposition here that we really ought to accept, and extend a vote 
of thanks to them. I feel like it would save a lot of local boards 
a great deal of trouble. They are interested in us and in our Fund. 
We want to keep it safe. If we don’t get our checks on time, ask 
Dan why. 


Secretary Miller: 


I would like to say this. There is no man that would like to 
give a bond. I don’t do it. The treasurer of our fund at home is 
well fixed; he gave a personal bond until three years ago. They 
won’t take them any longer, and they are right about it. Men die, 
and if a man dies and is not worth a cent, you can readily see that 
Mr. Boney is right. He requires you to buy a bond now, and he 
passes on whether it is all right or not. It must be from ssomebody 
that can carry out the contract. 


Sometimes you have got to answer a long string of questions 
about what you are doing and what you are going to do. I wouldn’t

have one of them. I would to save your life, and that is about all. 


That is what we are trying to get rid of. I will put this prop- 
osition to the executive committee. Bill Brown is one of us, and I 
like him. I want to say to him, and ask him to stand if it meets 
his approval. If this thing is pursued further and in the judgment 
of the executive committee and Mr. Boney it should be carried on, 
we can contemplate carrying it on, and the executive committee 
and Mr. Boney can save the different departments in the state money 
by doing this. If they do, we will enter into the proposition, and 
if Mr. Brown, or any other treasurer of the Fund or any other man 
don’t want to enter into that contract, he will be left off. 


President: 


So many in favor of Mr. Kesler’s resolution please stand. 

Mr. Kesler: 

Just one minute before we act on that. That plan will be fol- 
lowed and worked with and perfected, and brought back for ratifi- 
cation next year at the general assembly of this body. According 
to the by-laws this morning, you folks will formulate it, but to put 
into execution, it would have to be ratified by this convention. 
President: 

Isn’t that your resolution? 

Mr. Kesler: 

I am talking about the by-laws. The Relief Fund operates un- 
der the statutes of North Carolina. This is just a resolution, ask- 
ing the committee to pursue a course and if in their judgment and 
Mr. Boney’s judgment, under the law it could be done. I don’t 
know how it is going to wind up. In the event that we come back 
next year and it is not a better plan than the one that we are now 
operationg under, we can cancel that contract made now. 

Mr. Brockwell: 

Absolutely. 
Mr. Kesler: 

We are working for the general interests of the different treas- 
urers, and if that will help us get the checks two or three months 
earlier, I would be glad to do it, if it holds them up, I don’t want to 
do it. 

Mr. Brockwell: 

That’s right. 

... This motion was duly seconded and carried... .

‘I would like for the executive committee to take under advisement 
the proposition as to the advisability of putting through this plan, 
to have every Relief Fund deposit covered by a depository bond. 
If we had secured such a bond, we wouldn’t be in the predicament 
that we are at present. I offer this to the executive committee and 
I hope that they will take it under advisement. 


President: 


This is another case of “I told you so.” If you recall, during 
the first part of the year all the banks around began cracking, and 
the President and the Secretary wrote each department a letter 
asking them to have their funds secured by collateral bonds or some 
form of security. 


Mr. Spires: 


We were unfortunate enough to be advised when it was too 
late. (Laughter). 


President: 
I’m sorry. 
Secretary Miller: 


I see so many faces here that weren’t here yesterday when 
that report of your officers was read. I would like to read to the 
department at Edenton one paragraph of the letter from Raleigh, 
dated August 18, 1981, the last paragraphs. (Reads) That is as 
plain as he can make it. He will not send you any more money un- 
til you have secured that bond. 


Mr. Kesler: 


We have tried to make a dictionary out of John Miller. What 
he read there, and what he said, will that cover the case that my 
friend Spires is talking about? Will Boney’s explanation in that 
letter that he withholds that Fund until he receives a proper bond 
from Spires, and the Bond that he receives, will that protect his 
Fund if the banks crack like the President said a moment ago? 
Secretary Miller: 


No Sir. That is what the North Carolina Firemen’s Associa- 
tion want to do, they want to protect that Fund from the cracking 
of the banks, or any institution and safeguard the Fund. 

Mr. Spires, Edenton: 


We did receive such a letter, but it may have been due to some 
inability on our part to interpret the true meaning of it. ‘The 
phraseology in which it was couched did not convey to our minds 
the meaning that has been conveyed this morning. We saw to it 
that our treasurer gave a safe and sufficient bond, and saw to it 
that these funds were placed in a manner of depository which we 


———— | 
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considered safe, our bank, in the savings department at four per- 
cent. If he had used the word “depository bond,” then we would 
have known of what he was speaking. As Kesler has said, it was 
a little bit ambiguous to our minds. 


Secretary Miller: 


That gets back to me. I did that thing. I want to say to you 
that I am pretty good to do what somebody else tells me to do. I 
can’t dictate to somebody else what he must do when he is under 
the law and must carry the law out. Instead of insinuating and 
hinting to him that he ought to protect the fund, we must go and 
say to Brother Kesler, “you have got to do so and so,” and unless 
Mr. Boney says for me to do it, then you are going to have it 
done. I want to read one other paragraph, the preceding para- 
graph. (Reads) This fund is a most sacred one, and Mr. Boney 
wants to protect it and safeguard it in every possible way. A con- 
siderable part of this fund has been lost by the closing of local 
banks. These funds should be proected, invested, have good secur- 
ities such as United States or North Carolina bond, or some polit- 
ical subdivision thereof, and where they have been carried on de- 
posit they should be protected by depository bonds or collateral 
security furnished by the depository. He tells you right straight 
out what has got to be done. This language doesn’t seem to be 
ambiguous. He is demanding what he has a right by law to de- 
mand. He told me what he is going to do. I think the next treas- 
urer can carry that out. I’m only an employee, I don’t dictate to 
anybody. Your executive officers are only advisory, they can’t tell 
you, that is the statute you are working under, they are not going 
to interpret that law, that is for you. They only advise with you 
about this. You are working by statute, not by law of this As- 
sociation. 

Mr. Kesler, Salisbury: 
I would like to know if that letter just read is a recent letter. 


Secretary Miller: 
It has just been received. 


Mr. Harris, Rocky Mount: 

May I say just one word? It seems to me that some of the 
treasurers of the Firemen’s Relief Fund are working under false 
impressions of Dan C. Boney, Insurance Commissioner. That bond 
is a fidelity bond that covers any loss that might be sustained by a 
treasurer absconding, or any other cause, Mr. Boney wants if you 
are going to leave money in a bank, for you to give a depository 
bond. In order to leave it there you have got to give a depository 
bond or secure this money with some collateral or state bond, coun- 
ty or municipal, given to you by the bank that holds that money. 
If they don’t do it, take it out and put it somewhere where they 
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will do it or invest it. 
Mr. G. B. Caldwell, Monroe: 


You put it rather plain, boy. If a bank bursts, a fidelity bond 
does not cover it. 


% . 
Mr. Cameron, Pinehurst: 


Mr. Miller has just read to you that Mr. Boney was going to 
hold up any checks until the local treasurers proved to him that 
they had proper depository bonds. Is there a law giving Mr. Boney 
that right? 

Secretary Miller: 

Yes. 
President: 

Is there any further discussion? Any further business, or any 
question ? 

Chief Brown, Salisbury: 


The insurance department sent each treasurer of the Firemen’s 
Relief Fund, and the Secretary sent each one, a copy of that letter 
to show you how you should deposit the money. It might be of 
benefit to the treasurers, there are a lot of laws that I don’t know. 
Send them to us, we don’t know the law, if you will be kind enough 
to do that. 

President: 


I think that Chief Brown is right, and the Secretary or Mr. 
Boney’s office will try to get this information as early as possible. 
I think you can feel assured of that. Is there any more new busi- 
ness ? 
Member: 


I would like to ask how long before this resolution will take 
effect. My reason for asking is that our treasurer refuses to give 
bond for the money that he has in his hands. 

Secretary Miller: 


We will more than likely meet again before this matter is 
worked out. The bonding people are skeptical of giving these 
bonds, and I think it will be another twelve months before it can 
be perfected. He tells me, however, that a great many expire in 
June arid July. 


Chief Miller, Albemarle: 


I would like to tell you how we handle our fund in Albemarle. 
We never deposit any of the Firemen’s Relief Fund in banks. The 
treasurer is bonded in an amount equal to and a little more than 
the amount of our Firemen’s Relief Fund. We lend it back to the 
town of Albemarle, send it to our city treasurer, Mr. L. C. Russell, 
and the town of Albemarle credits our account with that amount, 
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and it also credits our account with interest at the raate of six per 
cent., and we are building our fund up from year to year in that 
way. We are figuring that the town of Albemarle is perhaps safer 
than some of the banks. We have had no bank failures and the 
bank failures can’t touch us. It is the custom of the town of Albe- 
marle to pay six percent interest. We would not get that in banks. 
We feel that we are amply secured and I feel that we are safe 
until the town of Albemarle bursts. (Applause) I think it would 
possibly have saved the gentleman over here, (points to Mr. Spires 
of Edenton) some embarrassment which they are facing. We think 
it is a good plan. 

President: 

It sounds mighty good. 


Chief Smith, New Bern: 


In New Bern, on June 10th, we had a waterfront fire and we 
lost one of our local firemen. We have composed a memorial com- 
mittee to look out for the memorial of Edgar Elliott. We have ar- 
ranged a fund for Mrs. Elliott, she derives a certain amount each 
month as long as she lives. This memorial committee is asking for 
voluntary donations from the firemen of the state of North Caro- 
lina. We are not asking anything from the state association. The 
local firemen are contributing to us, the civic organizations, and in 
the course of a few days each chief in the state will receive a letter 
- asking for voluntary donations in any amount. We will assure you 
that the monument will be placed in some public place in the city 
of New Bern, and we are sure that each fireman in the state wants 
to take a part in the first case of this kind that ever occurred in 
the city of New Bern. We ask you not to tear them up, but to look 
inside. I thank you. (Applause) 

President: 

Gentlemen, along about the same time that this thing hap- 
pened, and since I have been in the city, I have received a letter 
-from the civic organizations of our town, namely the Kiwanis Club, 
and the Chamber of Commerce, and also from the Board of Alder- 
men and County Commissioners, and they are asking me to ask the 
endorsement of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association on 
the following: (Reads) I will tell you who this man is. On the 
morning of June the tenth, in the fire that Edgar Eliott lost his life, 
Mr. Mack Lupton, a local merchant, was at his place of business 
early in the morning, and he discovered this fire and turned in the 
alarm. And he, of course, was in touch with it all the time, and 
seeing the plight of the folks on the barge to whom we think El- 
liott was trying to save this woman and child—the barge was burn- 
ing and aloose from the dock and was adrift, afire, with no help in 
sight, Mr. Lupton secured a gas boat, went down the river and res- 
cued this family off this burning boat. They are asking this or- 
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ganization to endorse this to the Carnegie Hero Commission, the 
resolution as to Mr. Mack Lupton, of New Bern, North Carolina. 


Gentlemen, I would like to have your voice in the matter, just 
what you care to do. This comes from my home town, and I want 
you to consider that as though it was from your home town, and act 
accordingly. 

Mr. Garrett, Salisbury: 

I move that we adopt this resolution. 

Mr. Lewis, Statesville: 


I would like to second this motion. While I am on my feet, I 
would like to say something concerning what Mr. Smith said this 
morning. It seems to me that this is a great body of people, and 
that we should stand together and be like brothers to each other. 
I don’t know of any better thing that we could do along the line 
of duty than to place a monument to his grave, and give contribu- 
tions to this fund. 

President: 

I would like to say that this Carnegie Commission does not 
consider giving an award to a fireman, that is their duty. This is 
for private citizens. I didn’t know whether I made that clear to 
you or not. 

The motion is before the house, are you ready for the ques- 
tion? 

... This was seconded and duly carried... . 

Mayor Flora, Elizabeth City: 


Following along that line, I notice that when a civilian does 
an outstanding deed of heroism, he gets a medal from Carnegie; a 
man in battle gets the Congressional medal, and the fireman gets 
no medal at all, unless the municipality gives him one. Now, we 
meet in convention each year and take cognizance of the outstand- 
ing deeds of heroism. Now, it would be a fine thing for this As- 
sociation to present that man a cross or medal or something of the 
sort, the Firemen’s Cross, present it to him at the Association meet- 
ing. I present that now as a suggestion, that is all. 


Mr. Fleishman, Fayetteville: 


I make that in the form of a motion. 
Mr. Lewis: 

I would like to amend that so that in case a man should die or 
be killed, that the Cross be delivered to his mother or family. 
Mr. Fleishman: 


I accept the amendment that it be delivered to some member 
of the family. 


President: 
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You have all heard the motion, just what is your pleasure? 
Mr. Kesler, Salisbury: 

I would like to know just one thing about this, will the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association pay for this or will the local 
departments pay for it? I would like to know what the motion is 
tended to cover. 

Mr. Lewis: 

I took it that if the Association gave it, that they would pay 
for it. (Laughter and applause) 

. . . This motion was duly seconded and carried... . 
President: | 

You didn’t state who would pick out the outstanding man to 
present this to. 

Mr. Fleihman: 

I suppose the executive committee could be instructed as to 

who they would consider to be eligible for that. 


Mr. Bennett: 

I make that motion, that the executive committee shall decide 
on that. 
Mr. Brockwell: 

I would like to amend that motion, so that the executive com- 
mittee would be empowered to make this award after the recom- 
mendation of the committee after the investigation. 


Mr. Fleishman: 

That was his motion, after investigating this award, and then 
the executive committee would report to the convention, and then 
it would be passed on by the convention. 

_.. This was duly seconded and carried... . 


President: 
We will next have the report of the auditing committee. 
To the officers and members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 


Association: 


We, your Auditing Committee, beg leave to report that we

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President: 


I wish to thank the auditing committee for their untiring ef- 
forts in getting this matter together. Mr. Brockwell said yester- 
day that he had a subject that he wanted to talk to you about this 
morning. We will hear from Mr. Brockwell now. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


Boys (pulls off coat, turns to stenographer and says, “Sher- 
wood Brockwell, care of the county jail’) I take off my coat and 
heaven knows I don’t want to come back before you and take up any 
more of your time, but this little old Charlie Harris of Rocky Mount 
—Rocky Mount’s gift to the women of North Carolina—has insin- 
uated that I do most of my firefighting from the fire-proof lobby 
of the Sir Walter Hotel. Will Rogers started that, but as Charlie 
has taken it up I want to take this opportunity of branding it as a 
lie. That is one of the biggest hotels in North Carolina and they 
do not allow we poor white folks to go there except once a week 
to a meeting of the Kiwanis Club—or something. I have as many 
wet clothes as any fireman in North Carolina — plenty of wet 
clothes—and moreover than that, Chief Holland of the Raleigh De- 
partment seems to have a habit of being conveniently out of Ral- 
eigh on official business every time we have a real big fire, leaving 
me with the bag to hold. Seems as though some people get all the 
breaks. 


I do want to say this in all seriousness; whether you folks be- 
lieve it or not, there is not one single problem or subject pertain- 
ing to the firemen of North Carolina that does not become a part 
of me and thus it will ever be until I have been called to answer 
the last alarm. 


You have just heard Chief Smith of New Bern state that there 
will be a memorial erected to the memory of Edgar Elliott. In 
every session of this convention we have heard, in one form or an- 
other, some reference to the heroic deeds of Edgar Elliott—may I 
add a line from Grey’s Elegy—“Another Cromwell, guiltless of his 
country’s blood” gone to a watery grave, taking with him a part of 
the heart blood of every fireman in the State. He is our hero, a 
part of us, (voice, “go on”). He, by making the supreme sacrifice, 
has made it so that all of us may feel “a little closer to God in His 
Heaven, because a comrade rides ahead.” 


Chief Smith did not—I paid particular attention—ask anybody 
here to contribute one cent to the Edgar Elliott memorial. Let me 
digress long enough to say this: after all of the years I have wor- 
shipped at the shrine of firemanship in North Carolina—I was only 
six years old when first I heard the eloquence of James D. McNeill 
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—I am convinced that today there rests in unmarked graves fire- 
men who, were their deeds known and properly appreciated, rest in 
mausoleums of untold grandeur. 


When a man risks all and gives all it is a wonderful privilege 
for those left behind to make an outward and visible sign of that 
which is in our hearts. Do not let that letter go unanswered. He, 
Chief Smith, does not want you to send a large amount and so 
stated, but he does offer you an opportunity to give something so 
that the world may know that you appreciate Edgar Eliott’s giving 
all that God gave him in order to carry to that watery grave the 
traditions of the firemen of North Carolina. 


There is something else I must say to you. I will say it in as 
few words as possible. I have listened intently to every man who 
has spoken from this platform except myself and what I said could 
have been left unsaid. Every speaker from the opening voice heard 
here yesterday on through that beautiful and splendid memorial 
service this morning, praised the firemen of North Carolina, but in 
each and every address, whether the speakers so intended it or not, 
there has been a challenge we must accept. Dennis Brummitt 
spoke about citizenship. He made a wonderful talk. Dennis put 
it over fine and dandy for he is one of us. Let me add to what he 
said in that we are facing the most topsy-turvey conditions that 
anybody ever faced before. For instance, in North Carolina—and 
it is true in the United States as a whole—we are drinking too 
much liquor because we can’t get it. There are thousands of peo- 
ple hungry because there is too much to eat. People are going 
ragged because there are too many clothes. The banks are both- 
ered because there is too much money on deposit. That sounds 
ridiculous, but you will find it true just the same. 


Charlie Harris reported the statistics yesterday and he brought 
the greatest challenge to you in that the fire losses in North Caro- 
lina are increasing. That, along with the story of Edgar Elliott, 
forms a challenge no man worthy of the name of fireman can long- 
er ignore. We cannot leave here without accepting it and every 
one of us must agree to give his very best efforts to bring down the 
fire losses and remove the conditions which have so consistently 
taken from our ranks. 


Hear me when I say that a doctor who waits until you have 
been stricken with an incurable disease to minister to you is not in 
the true sense a doctor. The man who does the world the most 
good from a medical standpoint is he who ascertains why such a 
disease is possible and removes the conditions which cause it or al- 
lows it. The same applies to firemen. 


If the Laws of North Carolina had been carried out accord- 
ing to the Statutes on the books, wisely put there in order that you 
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firemen would have machinery to work with before the fire, then 
Edgar Elliott would be with us today and a comfort to his ageing 
mother. (Pause) 


I told you yesterday that I was going to talk to you about 
“guts” or nerve. There are many sorts of nerve in this world. 
Every member of this Association has one kind—you have to have 
it to become one of us. You will rush into a burning building, un- 
mindful of your own safety, take that ungodly punishment that 
heat alone can apply, suck smoke down your throat and come out 
smiling, but from what has been said on this platform today, I 
must say to you in all friendliness (this is not to go out of this 
door) we have shown remarkable nerve in serving the other fel- 
low, but in God’s name, we are cowards when it comes to serving 
ourselves. 

You heard John Miller say that in one place where a bank 
cashier had defaulted involving the funds of the local Firemen’s 
Relief Fund, the firemen did not have nerve enough to go call on 
the bonding company or to try to make him pay it back. We have 
given our hearts and our minds, yea, even our souls in serving the 
other man and that is, well, good and noble, but in God’s name, 
lets serve ourselves some. 


Let us go away from here realizing this: practically every fire 
trap in North Carolina can be removed with the backing of this 
Association and work on your part in your local districts. 


In my typewriter in Raleigh—I do most of my stenographic 
work (that word stenographic always hurts my tongue)—there is 
an unfinished report of a three-story frame hospital in which one 
of your noble workers and I went into and found women and chil- 
dren sick and helpless on the third floor. This a frame building— 
this a hospital. We are going to do our level best to get that con- 
dition removed. 


If you will send me a postcard with your address on it, I will 
send you a copy of the North Carolina Building Laws—laws enact- 
ed by your legislators so that you would have some weapon with 
which to fight just such conditions. These laws require condemna- 
tion procedure in such cases to start in the city or town in which 
such building is located, but backs you up with your Insurance De- 
partment which you will find one hundred per cent with you. Read 
these laws, apply them and let’s get these fire traps out of the way. 
It will take nerve, but you have it in abundance, use its 


Listen to me while I tell you this. I promise not to talk much 
longer. The last General Assembly of North Carolina spent one 
hundred and thirty-six days which, almost in their entirety, were 
devoted to trying to plan ways and means by which the State of 
North Carolina could obtain twenty million dollars in order that the 
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children of North Carolina could have an equal educational chance 
with the other children throughout the United States. When all is 
said and done and all the jokes told about these legislators have 
been forgotten—they do say that just before adjourning they sang 
“God Be With You Till We Meet Again”—never hoping to meet 
again—the joke is on them—yes, when all is said and done the vast 
majority of the members of the General Assembly were God-fear- 
ing citizens, conscientious and sincere in their desire to render ser- 
vice to their State in a most critical time. It took them one hun- 
dred and thirty-six working days in trying to find the twenty mil- 
lion dollars necessary to keep our children in school—I was hoping 
Dennis Brummitt would hear this—while not one of them seemed 
to realize that we are burning up in this state every year eight 
million dollars worth of property and three hundred lives. By sim- 
ple analogy we can readily see that, by the most conservative esti- 
mate, this eight million dollar fire loss amounts to a twenty mil- 
lion dollar fire cost. 


In other words, North Carolina is sitting with the men in pow- 
er, our citizenship as a whole, facing a five million dallar deficit 
this year and in all likelihood they will call a special session of the 
Legislature hoping to raise the twenty million dollars to keep the 
children in school for the required term, with not one thought 
given to the fact that preventable fires are costing them twenty 
million dollars every year. Who said topsy-turvey? 


There is you challenge. You must show your nerve. Put that 
nerve into the work that is before you. Make the people of North 
Carolina relize that you as firemen demand of them that this use- 
less and almost criminal waste be stopped. That they take such 
precautionary measures as are necessary to bring down the fire 
loss caused by carelessness, that they enforce the building laws 
and furnish you with at least the minimum amount of apparatus 
to successfully fight the fires in your cities and towns. 


It takes nerve on the part of any fireman, even the chief, to go 
before this city officials in times like these and ask for additional 
apparatus, but in many cases, after looking over your situation, you 
would be perfectly justified in going before your board and saying, 
“look here, I have just been over and inspected the fire risks in this 
city and have taken inventory of the apparatus and equipment on 
hand. I find that we have burnable property valued at about forty 
million dollars and second hand fire equipment worth about eighteen 
dollars and ninety-five cents. I am responsible to you and the 
public for the safety from fire—what do you take me for—a super- 
man or a damn fool?” (Applause) 


Let’s let every message that has been delivered here sink in our 
hearts. Let me call your attention to another thing: The Firemen

of the United States have served so well for the other fellow and 
so little for themselves that practically every little bureau you find 
stuck around the country is issuing pamphlets calling on the Fire 
Departments to do their work for them, making, in their pamphlets, 
their little schemes paramount and firefighting about the last thing 
a fireman is supposed to do. I submit to you that as long as you 
are a member of a Fire Company that your first duty as a fireman 
is the saving of life and property from the ravages of fire, no mat- 
ter what anybody else tells you, and until you are properly equip- 
ped with men, apparatus, hose and water to successfully do this 
you are not getting what is rightfully yours and you are sacrific- 
ing your own good to help the other fellow. 


Even the important duty of preventing fire comes second to 
this. Firefighting is the specific duty of your organization while 
fire prevention is first, last and always a part of good citizenship. 
Let me repeat, Fire Prevention is a part of good citizenship, but 
this seems not to have been recognized by the citizenship as a 
whole. As a fireman it becomes your duty to fight fire and prevent 
as many as possible. As a citizen it is your duty to prevent fires, 
but let this sink deep—as a firefighting organization, knowing as 
you do that we have lost from our ranks men like Edgar Elliott 
because the citizens have not realized that important duty of fire 
prevention and the responsibility that rests upon them, then I 
challenge you as firemen, knowing what the lack of fire prevention 
is costing your state in lives, and in all that money can buy—com- 
fort for our helpless and schools for our children—to unfurl that 
banner of fire prevention before the public of North Carolina and 
to keep it there until our citizens realize that duty and the Gen- 
eral Assembly has become cognizant of it. Until then, let me re- 
peat, we have fallen short of the standard set for a fireman and a 
citizen. 


Above all, do not forget that we must keep in our fire houses 
sufficient apparatus, sufficient well trained men, sufficient equip- 
ment and in our reservoirs sufficient water to fight such fires as 
will start. 


I started off talking about doctors. It is his business to pre- 
vent disease by educational measures, to seek out and find the 
causes of disease, but at midnight when they call him, it is his duty, 
as long as he is a doctor, to go and minister after the disease has 
taken hold. It is exactly the same with the firemen. Our mis- 
sionary work should be spent in trying to prevent it, carrying the 
gospel of carefullness to the public, but never losing sight of the 
fact that our main duty consists of red-blooded courage—keeping 
ourselves and apparatus ready at all times to exercise that great 
privilege so peculiar to the fireman, rendering aid to a fellow be- 


ing in distress. 
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Gentlemen, I thank you for listening to me this long. I have 
appeared before you too often and too much, but as for me, I will 
never live long enough to come before you too often for my own 
satisfaction. I know of nothing I have ever done, excepting pos- 
sibly the first time I ever kissed my wife, that I enjoyed or can 
enjoy more than talking to you. (Laughter) The old girl still has 
it on you. She told me that at the dance last night one or two of 
the boys from around Salisbury shook a wicked leg, but she stuck 
it through. 


Next to that first kiss the privilege of coming before you, talk- 
ing to you, telling you what I think is best for us—that’s my great- 
est joy. Now let’s do this men. It’s from the bottom of my heart. 
For your sake, for the sake of humanity and for God’s sake, let’s 
not falter—let’s meet this situation as it stands today and win. 
One of the meanest things you will encounter is “Old Man Depres- 
sion.” He is everywhere. Whenever there is a new building to be 
built or an old one to be repaired he will be found in all of his 
‘pristine glory.’ Everybody is trying to get a great deal more out 
of a dollar than has ever been put into it. All trying to build more 
than the money at hand will allow and they think the universal 
remedy is lowering the established standard of building. Making 
fire carriers instead of fire barriers and you know that a fire car- 
rier is generally a fire-trap. 

Your state, pinched financially as are the individuals therein, 
through its several boards has felt that same depression, had the 
same experience and has suggested the same lowering of standards 
in building, even to the buildings to house blind children, but thank 
God, not one of them has yet got past Dan Boney and your humble 
servant. Citizens in your cities and towns will suggest the same, 
but you must hold aloft your standards, because every peg you 
lower in the name of depression will ultimately come back to you 
in the spectre of death and destruction. 


In time of stress, strain and retrenchment, in critical times like 
we are having today men of character must rise and take the steps 
so necessary to hold what we have accomplished. Only a coward 
turns his back. Call it “guts” or nerve, we must display it as we 
never have before. 


Let us leave here today with a heart full of love for every man, 
woman and child in North Carolina—go away filled with apprecia- 
tion of our responsibility to and for them—and swearing that we 
will not, in any instance, shirk that duty so necessary to the safety 
of the people in our own beloved state and in Heaven’s name go 
away from here to demand more for our safety and the security of 
our own folks—the firemen of North Carolina. (Prolonged ap- 
plause). 


Chief Boone, Black Mountain: 
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The people of North Carolina and the various civic organiza- 
tions should, by all means, have the benefit of listening to one of 
the most practical and vitally essential expressions that it has 
been my good fortune to hear, just now delivered by Sherwood 
Brockwell. And to that end, I move that we take the necessary 
steps to have this remarkable, forceful and vitally essential speech 
published and distributed throughout the state of North Carolina. 
(Applause) Let me add that I want it published without any elim- 
ination or substitutions. Let it be verbatim “ad heratum,” what- 
ever that is. (Applause) 


Mr. Kesler: 
I second the motion. 
Chief Miller, Albemarle: 
I think it should be given to our state papers for publication 
without any eliminations. 
... This was duly carried.... 
President: 


We will now hear from the Courtesy Committee. 


Dr. Long, Graham: 

I went to John Lewis’ office early this morning and he request- 
ed his stenographer to write our report, and I signed it. So, I was 
down at John’s office on time. His good wife copied this thing off, 
we let Brother Brown sign it. I don’t know where it is. (Laughter) 
(Turns to Mr. Lewis) Didn’t I give it to you? 


Secretary Miller: 


Dr. Long has gone to a fire and left the truck in the station. 
(Laughter) 
Mr. Lewis: 


I can get this report in a short while. (Goes out) 
Dr. Long: 


All that we had in the report was that we thanked everybody 
for the kindness and the pleasantness that we had had, also re- 
ferred to your memorial service as being so nice. We covered ev- 
erything, Brown didn’t want to leave anybody out, or to make any- 
thing personal. Mr. Lewis had a client that he was trying to get 
some money out of, so I walked out of the office (Laughter) 


Dr. Long: (Reads his report) 


Statesville, N. C., August 26, 1931. 
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Be it resolved by the North Carolina Firemen’s Association in 
Convention assembled that we now offer a vote of thanks to the 
Mayor, Chief Gilbert and his force, and the citizens of Statesville, 
and the press, which has been very kind to us, to the Playhouse 
Theatre and the ministers who took part in our memorial services, 
to Chief Palmer for the beautiful manner in which he helped con- 
duct our memorial service, to all visiting firemen and chiefs and 
friends, the Firemen’s Band which helped to make our Convention 
more enjoyable, and also to all those that rendered such efficient 
services in making our visit here long to be remembered.

Member: 
I move that it be adopted and spread upon the minutes. 
. .. This was duly seconded and carried... 

President: 


Is there any other business to come before us today? 
Mr. Brockwell: 


Gentlemen, it has come to our attention that a former pres- 
ident of this organization and a wonderful man, and his good wife 
is critically ill, and that is no other than Jim Wood of Asheville, 
and I’d like to ask this convention to send some message of condo- 
lence to them atthistime. 


Chief Nissen: 


I move that the Secretary be instructed to wire Chief and Mrs. 
Wood our Sympathy. 
....This was duly seconded and carried... . 


President: 


Under unfinished we haven’t heard anything about the fire- 
school for next year. I am going to ask the conductor, Mr. Brock- 
well, at this time to tell us a little ‘something about it. Quite a 
few persons have asked me about it, and I have been unable at 
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this time to have anything to report. 
Mr. Brockwell: 


It has been customary, and the precedent has been established 
that this convention vote on where we hold the fire school and a 
vote a sufficient appropriation for the purpose of conducting it. 
Incidentally, the precedent has been established to elect that con- 
ductor or the drill school committee. Heretofore it has consisted 
of Luther Croom, of Wilmington, and Assistant Chief Fitzgerald, 
of Asheville, and me. It is necessary, according to established prec- 
edent in this convention to name the drill school committee, the 
next place of meeting, and also the appropriation that is necessary. 
There are three places in the state having the proper tower, Wil- 
mington, Asheville and Durham. Now, we will have one in Ral- 
eigh within the next two years, a drill tower, and Frank Shaw is 
contemplating making his a standard tower. And in Charlotte 
Ae yr ee will have one or else “bust” himself open trying to 
get one. After next year we will have six, at present we are lim- 
ited to Chief Schnibben, Chief Bennett, and Chief Duckett, and if 
it is appropriate, we will see what you think of it before we go 
any further. 


President: 


I think it is time this boy is heard from this year, (escorts 
Chief Duckett to the front) (Audience rises and applauds). 


Chief Duckett, Asheville: 


Mr. President, and members of the convention: I appreciate 
very much the gratitude that has been shown me here, and as you 
know, the drill school was started in Asheville three years ago and 
I think that I told most of you that I would be glad for you to have 
it there all of the time, every year if you like to come. However, 
we did not feel that we should be piggish about it when other men 
wanted to hold the school in various other cities that can accommo- 
date it. But, this coming year we want you to come back to Ashe- 
ville. We have the assurance from the city manager and the board 
of directors that we would be glad to have you and we would do 
everything that we could to make the school a success. We hope 
that we did when you were there before. I feel that we should 
have it again this year. As Mr. Brockwell said, it will probably 
come back to us again if it takes the routine of the cities that have 
the accommodations for it. As is seems to be now, some of us are 
going to have to enlarge or else in a few years none of us can 
take care of it. The Drill School is going to be bigger than the 
Association pretty soon, the way we are going. It is certainly fine 
to know that the cities and the men take the interest in it that they 
do. Lisa fine thing, a great deal more probably than we think for, 
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just to talk together. It was Mr. Flora, I believe, that was telling 
about the fire over in Norfolk. This is the thing that I see about 
it. If we all go to the school and study as we are doing, when we 
are called to assist somebody, why we can go there without any 
hesitation, without any embarrassment, or anything else, go right 
to work, make every move count and not come in conflict with 
somebody else doing something different. We will all do it alike, 
and get a long ways by doing that. And, besides, we have the as- 
surance and know that when we go to the schools and learn that 
the teaching that we are getting is absolutely the best in the coun- 
try. The instruction this committee has been putting on at these 
schools is the best and they are using the most scientific methods 
of fire extinction, that is known now. I certainly hope that the 
convention is going to decide to come to Asheville next year. We 
will certainly do the best for them that we know how. (Applause) 


Chief Schnibben, Wilmington: 


I would like for you to come to Wilmington again. However, 
I feel like it should rotate and I’d be glad to go to Asheville next 
year. 


Chief Bennett, Durham: 


I want to say to you that we had the Drill School in Durham 
this year, and I am sure that the department benefitted by it as 
much as if not more than those others who attended. I would like 
to say this to you: It is not necessary to give us more than four or 
five days notice any time that you care to use our drill tower. We 
are glad to have you any time. I feel like we have been benefitted 
greatly by having had the school this past year. The conduct of 
the members who attended was highly gratifying, it was to the of- 
ficials, and I know it was to the fire department of Durham. All of 
our citizens were glad to have you. We feel that our tower is ade- 
quate to take care of you. If it is not, all the committee will have 
to let us know, and we will make it just as they want it. 


Mr. Charles C. Harris, Rocky Mount: 


Mr. President, I am so thoroughly interested in this Drill 
School, I want to make a motion that the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association. go on record as being in favor of the Drill 
School, and of conducting the same in the year 1932, and that we 
accept the invitation of Asheville to hold this Drill School in their 
city, and that the Association appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$500.00 for this work, and that the Association appoint Sherwood 
Brockwell as its conducted, allow him to name the faculty. 


Mr. Kesler, Salisbury: 


I second the motion. And I’d like to say in this connection that 
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some of the firemen in North Carolina haven’t been taking advan- 
tage of this and there are many cities that don’t go to the trouble 
to find out just what these colleges do mean. It reminds me of a 
certain Methodist preacher. I’m a Methodist. On one occasion he 
called his board together and had refreshments. They sat down 
and talked the situation over about paying a certain church debt. 
They, talked for some moments and they had gotten no where. 
Some member of the board said “I move that we go out and get 
refreshments.” They went out, and evidently some of the perfume 
that we have had around the city of Statesville got into the refresh- 
ments. They went back and tried to finish their deliberations; they 
hadn’t finally concluded their program. Another good fellow said 
“Let’s go out and finish the refreshments.” They went out and 
came back in, and one fellow said, “I’ll pay half of the debt on this 
church.” Another fellow, a splendid fellow, had never contributed 
to the cause, said, “No, you’ll pay none of it, I’ll pay it all.” Imme- 
diately the preacher arose and said, “What is all of this confusion 
about? There is no debt on this church.” (Laughter) Mr. Presi- 
dent, if these fire laddies will go to their headquarters, set down 
and talk over with their boards of control, plan with them and have 
refreshments, they won’t have any trouble about getting the money 
together to go to these fire schools, and have a most wonderful time 
this year. 


Dr. Long: 


I don’t want to take up any time, we are hungry people, but it 
won’t take me but a few minutes. I am happy to say that lama 
gradute of the Fire School, Fire College. Five years ago Sherwood 
Brockwell came to my town and put on some kind of work for 
three days. If you would ask our members about our fire laws, 
we don’t have any, and our Relief Fund ain’t enough to fuss about. 


President: 


It has been moved and seconded that we accept the invitation 
of Chief A. L. Duckett, of Asheville, for our next school, that we 
appropriate $500.00, and that Sherwood Brockwell be the conductor, 
all in favor let it be known by saying “aye”. : 

... This motion was carried... . 


Mr. Brockwell: 


I want to say to you that every one of the three fire schools 
have been well attended, and all have been conducted without any 
fear of any man being hurt due to any effects of alcohol. The boys 
all seemed to realize that they come to the conventions to have fun, 
and come to the Fire School as a scholar to make the best of the 
short course of three days. Last year in Durham one department 
did not seem to realize that particular part of the school. He an- 
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swered to the first roll call, and did not answer to the second roll 
call. Their leader came to me at the beginning of the third session 
and said that they had been up all night the night before and over- 
slept themselves that afternoon. I told him “fine and dandy”. A 
few minutes after that I met the citizen on the street who said 
that he had been down to the hotel the night before and they had 
been making a little ““whoopee” down there that evening. So they 
never came back to school. I afterwards found some other firemen 
who had seen that and they had misunderstood the idea of the 
school. They thought it was best to go back home and get a fresh 
start next year. I told them fine and dandy, we were not antici- 
pating the boys coming there except to learn. I would much rather 
have forty men who are earnest and eager to learn than to have 
four hundred who come otherwise. I say that this Association has 
sent me 268 of about the best men in it, and Luther Croom, Fitz- 
gerald, Claude Turner and Ben..... the four Drill School in- 
structors, have tested out every one who went there and not a 
single man reported for fire drill duty who couldn’t well afford to 
hang another man out the window on his life belt. I think that is 
a tribute to the type of men that have been sent to these schools. 
We will be responsible for them, and I want you to know that 
there hasn’t been one yet that we have had to eall off the ladder 
or tower for any reason of his. They were the finest set of men I 
have ever dealt with. (Applause) 


Mr. Frank Bennett, Durham: 


I would like to know who it was that went to the drill school 
in Durham and went back home without attending the school. I 
was familiar with the situation, and I didn’t know anything about 
that. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


I’m going to take you out fishing one of these days and tell 
you how it was. 


Mr. Bennett: 

I’m not doubting it in the least, I just wanted to know who it 
was. 
Mr. Brockwell: 


I still stick to my statement that the Drill College there was 
highly gratifying, it was wonderful, the finest set of boys I ever 
saw. 


President: 


There was a committee to be appointed this morning relative 
to the recommendations of my report in regard to the standardiza- 
tion of the thread, and I would like to appoint as chairman of that 
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committee, he is in a position to visit and see about this matter 
much better than any man I know of. That chairman will be no 
other than Sherwood Brockwell, and his associate will be Max 
Cohen of Goldsboro, and Chief Holland from Raleigh. Those men 
are close together and they can see into this matter and see the 
advisability and the possibility of it and report back to our next 
convention. 

Is there anything else under unfinished business? The hour 
has about come to a close for this session, and I want to say to 
you all that I appreciate your cooperation, and I was indeed sur- 
prised to see such a large number from all over our great state. 
It has indeed been a pleasure to work with and for you in the past 
year. And I wish to extend to you my heartfelt thanks. 

Now, the next order of business is the election of officers. 


Mr. Lewis: 


I wish that this Association would appoint the judges for the 
parade, and other contests. 


President: 


Mr. Lewis has just asked the Association to appoint the judges 
for the bathing beauty contest, and the parade. There are two sets 
of prizes, one for the best dressed company. 


Mr. Kesler: 


I second Mr. Lewis’ motion. 
... Thig was ecarried.... 


President: 


The committee is as follows—lI reckon I’m going to get a kill- 
ing for this, nevertheless—Sherwood Brockwell is chairman of the 
beauty contest, the whole thing, Brown of Salisbury, and Farmer 
of Charlotte. 


Mr. Farmer: 

I’m going to enter the Charlotte Fire Department, but I’m not 
going into the beauty contest. 
President: 


Gentlemen, I still say Palmer of Charlotte. I have always 
found him fair, honest in every dealing that I have had with him, 
he will give every man just what is coming to him. 


Nominations for President are in order. 


Mr. Lewis: 


At Morehead City I had the pleasure of introducing the reso- 
lution that this organization look with disfavor upon the idea of 
rotating officers each and every year, and the resolution was 
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passed. I wish to place in nomination the old officers for re-elec- 
tion. : 


Mr. Fleishman, Fayetteville: 


I wish to second the motion. 
. . . This motion was unanimously carried, with applause. .. . 


Member: 

Gentlemen, I wish to move that the Secretary be instructed to 
cast the vote of the Association for the incoming year, is that nec- 
essary? 

Voices: 

No. 


President: 


Gentlemen, just one minute. There is one other thing to be 
done, please don’t go. I appreciate this honor, and I promise you 
that I will do my utmost to serve you in the coming year. 

The selection of the meeting place for the coming year is next 
in order. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


We will take care of your beauty contest for you, and I tell 
you, we are going to serve with feeling. (Laughter) 


President: 


Brockwell, Palmer and Brown, he is a newly married man, are 
to be the judges for the beauty contest. I will ask Mr. Duckett to 
be Chairman of the parade committee, along with Dr. Long and 
Luther Croom of Wilmington. Is that satisfactory? 


Voices: 


Yes. 
President: 
As to the meeting place, has the Secretary anything to offer? 
Secretary Miller: 
I rather hesitate in reading this telegram. (Reads telegram 


from Morehead Villa. Discussion is deleted, by vote of the con- 
vention). (Reads a communication from Rocky Mount, N. C.) 


Mr. Charles C. Harris, Rocky Mount: 


May I offer an explanation there? Since arriving in States- 
ville I have also received a telegram from one of the members of 
our fire department, and he is also an alderman of the city, stat- 
ing that the Mayor and city manager had instructed him to wire 
me that they were going to ask for the convention. That is all well 
and good. Rocky Mount would like to have you, we have never | 
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entertained the Firemen’s Association, we would deem it an honor 
to do so. I have asked that Mr. Miller with-hold this information 
until just a few moments ago. The proposition is this: We are, as 
I stated, very glad to have you, but I would like first to go back 
home and see what our accommodations would really be for the 
Association. We have a two hundred and fifty-room hotel there 
which had about half of it burned, Easter, two years ago. That 
has been remodeled, but not fully rebuilt. We have got money 
to entertain you, and we would like to do so. But I hesitate in ask- 
ing you to come to our city until we can comfortably take care of 
you. I have made a proposition to the executive committee, that 
if they would withhold this, if they did not receive any further in- 
vitations, and take this matter up with our fire department, and go 
into the proposition of the housing of the committee, and after I 
_ was satisfied that we could amply take care of you, extend to the 
executive committee our invitation to come to our city. I couldn’t 
let this invitation come to you without giving you this information. 
I believe that we can take care of you, but I wouldn’t like to say 
so at this time. If you don’t have any other invitations to come to 
any city, I will afterwards take it up and extend the invitation to 
-your executive committee. (Applause) 


Secretary Miller: 


I have a letter dated on August 22, 1931, that I desire to read. 
(Reads letter from the manager of the Oceanic Hotel) 


Chief Schnibben, Wilmington: 


As to this invitation of Mr. Harris of Rocky Mount, if the com- 
mittee can arrange for it, we will be glad to go, we would expect to 
have the same tournaments that we have here, and if Mr. Harris 
ean arrange that, we would be glad to go to Rocky Mount. If he 
finds out otherwise, the other invitations of the convention stand. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


Let me say something right here in behalf of those invitations, 
the one from Rocky Mount that you have heard Mr. Harris speak 
about, and the one from Wilmington. When Mr. Harris goes back 
to Rocky Mount, and Chief Schnibben to Wilmington, and confer 
with the firemen, I know that Raymond Hunt, when Charlie Schnib- 
ben confers with him, I know they will have no trouble with their 
friends in Wilmington in raising the money, if we want to go to 
Wilmington, and Wrightsville Beach. I feel certain that we are 
going to Rocky Mount next year. If you “ain’t never eat none of 
that Edgecombe County barbecue, you ain’t never been born yet. 
It melts in your mouth.” (Laughter)... 


In view of the several invitations that we have had talked 
about, I move that we instruct our Secretary to accept them all 
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with thanks, and that the convention leave the matter of deciding 
where we will meet next year with the executive committee. 


Secretary Miller: 


We would all like to have the convention. When I left the 
theatre this morning I had a long distance call for me from home. 
I feared that maybe something wrong had happened, and it has. 
Our people at home in extending the invitation to meet there don’t 
know what they are talking about. The Rotary Club, and other 
civic clubs get together, the merchant’s association, etc., in my 
town want to extend the invitation to come to Concord next year. 
I don’t know what you think I said to them, but I said plenty I 
told them to “See what you have got, do you expect me to ask 
these boys to your homes, if so, I’m not going to do it.” I don’t 
believe in that kind of entertainment. We have got a hotel as good 
as anybody has got, but it has only a hundred rooms, and they need 
that to take care of the transients, they have no place to keep you. 
It is like Mr. Harris said, I don’t fear that I can raise the money, 
that it would take to run this convention, not a bit in the world, I 
can raise that money without much effort to entertain you. I want 
to make that frank and fair statement. 


I have another telegram to read. (Reads one from Greens- 
boro). 


Chief Shaw, Greensboro: 


Gentlemen, I have got no apologies to make in regard to the 
facilities to take care of you. God knows they are there in Greens-- 
boro, come there and use them. Now, this was a little bit new to 
me, as Mr. Miller stated, the people back home don’t know what 
work it means. It is all right to tell the other fellow what to do, 
but it is quite a bit of work to put on a convention as it should be. 
Since this invitation has been read to you, I will assure you that 
Greensboro will give you the best that they have got, and if you 
are not satisfied with our good city, we will give the returns by 
mail order. 


Mr. Brockwell: 


Since 1902, nobody has ever failed to live up to their invita- 
tion to the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association convention. 
I don’t know who had taken on the convention for that year, but 
they dropped it. The executive committee met and came to Ral- 
eigh, N. C., look at the consequence. They put Charlie Farmer and 
Sherwood Brockwell on as fire marshalls, that’s how we got into it. 


As Frank Shaw said, they have plenty of living quarters in 
Greensboro, but as he told you, nothing had been said to him about 
it before he left, and I believe that it will work a hardship on him 
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and his good wife, and, using snap judgment, I ask you not to do 
it. We do know this, from what Charlie has said, I can tell you 
that Rocky Mount can take care of you. Frank Shaw will see to 
it, if you want to go to Greensboro, he will take you there and give 
you a good time. I know that if Greensboro and Rocky Mount do 
not hold on, that we can take care of you at Raleigh, and don’t 
think that this great organization hasn’t a home for 1932, Rocky 
Mount, Greensboro, Wilmington and Raleigh, I am extending Ral- 
eigh’s invitation now. 


And I still say that the motion is in order, and that it is the 
proper motion to make at this time, to leave that as a matter for 
our executive committee to decide. 


Mr. Frank Bennett, Durham: 


I wish to second Mr. Brockwell’s motion. If there is any ques- 
tion about Rocky Mount, or any of them, I think possibly that it 
is a good idea that we have some kind of rule added to our min- 
utes, that the towns wishing to entertain this convention notify the 
Secretary at least fifteen days ahead of the convention, then in 
turn, if he doesn’t find that he has invitations adequate to take care 
of the Association, to get in touch with the other departments 
throughout the states, and let them know. Durham would be glad 
to have you. I have been approached by any number of civic clubs, 
the chamber of commerce, all that I would have to do would be to 
tell them to support it, and I think that it hasn’t been long since 
Durham had the convention, also the Drill School this year, and I 
didn’t feel like it would be proper for me to come here today and 
ask you to go to Durham. I feel sure that it would be a unani- 
‘mous vote on the part of the Durham people to have you come there 
next year. I would like that to be added in some form or other. 


President: 


It has been moved and seconded that the matter be left up to 
the executive committee, with the power to investigate and act 
upon the invitations and select the place of meeting next year, all 
in favor say “aye.”

An Act to Incorporate the North Carolina 


State Firemen’s Association 


Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly Convened: 


Section 1. That C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. 
Boyd, C. F. Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington and S. D. 
Wilson, of Greensboro; J. D. McNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thack- 
er, W. F. Keith, S. A. Sink, C. D. Snipes, F. H. Vogler, F. C. 
Meinung, of Winston-Salem; E. B. Englehard, T. W. Blake, F. H. 
Lumsden and F. Brannon, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; 
J. B. Swinson, of Charlotte, and such other persons as are asso- 
ciated with them, and their successors be, and they hereby are con- 
stiuted a body politic and corporate by the name of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and may by that name sue 
and be sued and prosecute and defend suits in all courts in the 
State and may have and use a common seal, and alter the same 
at pleasure. May take contracts and be capable in law of pur- 
chasing, holding and conveyting any real or personal estate for the 
benefit of said Association or corporation, provided, the said cor- 
poration shall not any time hold real or personal state of greater 
amount than ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 


Section 2. The purpose for which said Association is organ- 
ized is: The protection and promotion of the best interests of 
the firemen of North Carolina, the compilation of fire statistics, 
the collection of information concerning the practical workings of 
different systems of organizations, the examination and inquiries 
concerning the merits of the different kinds of apparatus in use 
and the improvements in the same, the cultivation of a fraternal 
fellowship between the different companies of the State. 


Section 8. Said Association or corporation shall have power to 
appoint officers, hold meetings, adopt Constitution and enact such 
By-Laws in such manner as their Constitution may prescribe, and 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the objects and aims of the Association; provided, that such 
Constitution and By-Laws, rules and regulations be not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the State and of the United States. 


Section 4. That this act shall be in force from and after its 
ratification.

PREAMBLE 


We, the members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, in order to form a more perfect organization, establish har- 
mony of action, insure prosperity and promote the best interests 
of the Firemen of North Carolina, and compile statistics of infor- 
mation concerning the practical working of various systems and 
the merits of the different apparatus in use for the extinguishing 
of fires, also the cultivation of fraternal fellowship between the 
several Fire Departments of the State do, here establish the fol- 


lowing Constitution and By-Laws. 
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RULES OF ORDER 


1. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum; all 
questions of order shall be decided by him, subject to an appeal of 
the Association. 


2. Every member when he speaks shall rise, standing in his 
place, addressing the presiding officer, and shall omit personalities 
and confine himself to the questions under debate. 


38. When two or more members shall rise at once, the presid- 
ing officer shali name the one who shall speak first. 


4, A member when called to order shall immediately sit down 
unless permitted to explain by the Chair. If there be no appeal, 
the decision shall be conclusive. 


5. Every delegate shall vote, unless excused by the Associa-_ 
tion, but no delegate shall vote on any question in which he shall 
have a direct individual or pecuniary interest, and the President 
shall only vote in case of a tie. i 


6. The ayes and nays shall be taken and entered upon the 
minutes of the Association, if required by three delegates. 


7. All business not provided for in these By-Laws shall be 
transacted according to the parliamentary rules that govern delib- 
erate bodies. No less than the representative of five companies 
shall constitute a quorum. 
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FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND 


ARTICLE 1—STATE APPROPRIATIONS 


6056—Annual Appropriation 


The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated annually and shall constiute a “Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 


6057—Payment by State Treasurer. 

The treasurer of the state shall pay the amount constituting 
the firemen’s relief fund on the warrant of the auditor, one-fourth 
to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association, properly chartered by law, and three-fourths to the 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall give bond, and the Association shall disburse the 
funds in the same manner and under the same rules as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


6058—A pplication of Fund 


The money so paid into the hands of the treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known and remain 
as the “Firemen‘s Relief Fund” of North Carolina, and shall be 
used as a fund -for the relief of firemen, members of such associa- 
tion, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease contracted in 
the actual discharge of duty as firemen, and for the relief of 
widows, children, and if there be no widow or children, then de- 
pendent mothers of such firemen killed or dying from disease so 
contracted in such discharge of duty; to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of said association, and 
such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said consti- 
tution and by-laws shall be final and conclusive as to the persons 
entitled to benefits and as to the amount of benefit to be received, 
and no action at law shall be maintained against said Association 
to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this article or 
under the constitution and by-laws of said Association; but if any 
officer or commitee of said Association omit or refuse to perform 
any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent any proceedings against said officer. or 
committee, to compel him or them to perform such duty. No 
fireman shall be entitled to receive any benefit under this section 
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until the Firemen’s Relief Fund of this city or town shall have been 
exhausted. 


6059—Treasurer to File Report and Give Bond 


The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion shall make a detailed report to the state treasurer of the year- 
ly expenditures of the appropriation under this chapter on or be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, showing the total amount of money 
in his hands at the time of the filing of the report, and shall give 
a bond to the State of North Carolina with good and sufficient 
sureties to the satisfaction of the treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina in a sum not less than the amount of money on hand 
as shown by said report. 


6060—Who Shall Participate in the Fund 
The line of duty entitling one to participate in the fund shall 
be so construed as to mean actual fire duty only, and any actual 
duty connected with the fire department when directed to perform 
the same by an officer in charge. 


6061—Who May Become Members 

Any organized Fire Company in North Carolina, holding itself 
ready for duty may, upon compliance with the requirements of said 
constitution and by-laws become a member of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and any firemen of good moral char- 
acter in North Carolina, and belonging to an organized fire com- 
pany who-will comply with the requirements of the constitution 
and by-laws of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 
may become a member of said association. ° 

6062—Applied to Members of Regular Fire Company 

The provisions of this chapter shall apply to any fireman who 
is a member of a regularly organized fire company, and is a mem- 
ber in good standing of the North Carolina State Fremen’s Asso- 
ciation. 


ARTICLE 2—FUND DERIVED FROM FIRE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES 


6063—Fire Insurance Companies to Report Premiums Collected. 

Every fire insurance company, corporation or association do- 
ing business in any corporated town or city in North Carolina 
that has, or may hereafter have, a regularly organized fire de- 
partment under the control of the mayor and city council or other 
governing body of said town or city, and which has in serviceable 
condition for fire duty apparatus and equipment amounting in 
value to one thousand dollars or more and which enforces the fire 
laws to the satisfaction of the insurance commissioner shall return 
to the insurance commissioner of the state of North Carolina a 
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just and true account of all premiums collected and received from 
all fire insurance business done within the corporate limits of 


such towns and cities during year ending December thirty-first, or 
such portion thereof as they may have transacted such business 
in such towns and cities. Such companies, corporations, or as- 
sociations shall make said returns within sixty days from and af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December of each year. 


6064—Tax on Receipts For Premiums 


Every fire insurance company, corporation or association as 
aforesaid shall, within seventy-five days from December thirty- 
first of each year, deliver and pay to the state insurance commis- 
sioner the sum of fifty cents out of and from every one hundred 
dollars, and at that rate, upon the amount of all premiums written 
on fire and lightning policies covering property situated within 
the corporated limits cof such towns and cities during the year 
ending December thirty-first in each year, or for such portion of 
each year as said company, corporation, or association shall have 
done business in said towns and cities. 
6065—Insurance Commissioner to Investigate Returns and Collect 


Tax 


Every such company, corporation, or association shall make 
accurate returns of all business done, both on fire and lightning 
insurance, covering property situated within the limits of such 
towns and cities; and in case any fraud, misrepresentation, or mis- 
take of any returns, as provided for in this article, be apparent, 
it shall be the duty of the insurance commissioner to investigate 
such returns and collect the amount which he shall find to be 


due. 
6066—Penalty For Failure to Pay Tax 


Every fire insurance company, association, or corporation 
aforesaid which shall knowingly or wilfully fail or neglect to re- 
port or pay over any of the money due on premiums as afore- 
said, at the times and in the manner specified in this article, or 
shall be found upon examination to have made a false return of 
businesss done by them, shall for each offense forfeit and pay the 
sum of three hundred dollars for the use and benefit of the fire 
department of such town or city, to be recovered in a civil action 
in the name of the town or city. 


__6067—Insurance Commissioner to Pay Fund to Treasurer 


The insurance commissioner shall deduct the sum of five per 
cent from the money so collected from the insurance companies, 
corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, and pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the State Firemen’s Association for general 


purposes and the remainder of the money so collected from the 
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insurance companies, corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, 
doing business in the several towns and cities in the state having, 
or that may hereafter have organized fire department as provided 
in this article, said insurance commissioner shall pay to the treas- 
urer of each town or city to be held by him as a separate and dis- 
tinct fund, and he shall immediately pay the same to the treasurer 
of the local board of trustees upon his election and qualification, 
for the use of the board of trustees of the firemen’s local relief 
fund in each town or city, composed of five members, residents of 
said city or town as hereinafter provided for, to be used by them 
for the purpose as named in section 6069. 


6068—Trustees Appointed; Organization 


In each town or city complying with and deriving benefits from 
the provisions of this article there shall be appointed annually in 
January, a local board of trustees, known as the trustees of the 
firemen’s relief fund, to be composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be named by the members of the local fire department, 
two by the mayor and board of aldermen or other local governing 
body, the remaining member by the State insurance commissioner, 
all to hold office for two years or until their successors are ap- 
pointed, and to serve without pay for their service. They shall 
immediately after appointment organize by electing from their 
members a chairman and a secretary and treasurer, which two last 
positions may be held by the same person. The treasurer of said 
board of trustees shall give a good and sufficient bond in a sum 
equal to the amount of moneys in his hands, to be approved by the 
insurance commissioner, for the faithful and proper discharge of - 
the duties of his office. 


6069—Disbursement of Fund By Trustees 


The board of trustees shall have entire control of the funds 
derived from the provisions of this article, and shall disburse the 
funds only for the following purposes: 

1. To safeguard any fireman in active service from financial 
loss occasioned by sickness contracted or injury received while in 
the performance of his duties as a fireman. 

2. To provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or state, either by accident or 
from disease contracted or injury received by reason of such ser- 
vice. The amount is to be determined according, to the earning 
capacity of the deceased. 

3. To safeguard any fireman who has honorably served for a 
period of five years in the fire service of this city or town from 
ever becoming an inmate of any almshouse or actually dependent 
upon charity. 
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4. To provide for the payment of any fireman’s assessment 
in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of North 
Carolina, if the board of trustees find as a fact that said fireman 
is unable to pay the said assessment by reason of disability. 
6070—Trustees to Keep Account and File Report; Effect of Failure 

The board of trustees shall keep a correct account of all 
monéys received and disbursed by them, and shall at the annual 
meeting of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association render 
an itemized statement of the same, for publication in the annual 
report, a copy of which report shall be made annually to the state 
insurance commissioner; and in case any board of trustees in any 
of the towns and cities benefitted by this article shall neglect or 
fail to perform their duties, or shall willfully misappropriate the 
funds entrusted to their care, or shall neglect or fail to report at 
the annual meeting at the state association, then the insurance 
commissioner shall withhold any and all further payments to said 
board of trustees, or their successors, until the matter has been 
fully investigated by an official of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and adjusted to the satisfaction of the state insurance com- 
missioner. Should such payments be unadjusted for a period of 
fifteen months from the time when such payments would other- 
wise have been made then the insurance commissioner shall pay 
over the said amount to the treasurer of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association and shall constitute a part of the firemen’s 
relief fund. 


6071—Municipal Clerk to Certify List of Fire Companies; Effect 
of Failure 

The clerk of any city, town or village or other municipal cor- 
poration having an organized fire department shall, on or before 
the 31st day of October in each year, make and file with the in- 
surance commissioner his certificate, stating the existence of such 
department, the number of steam, hand or other engines, hook and 
ladder trucks and hose carts in actual use, the number of organ- 
ized companies, and the system of water supply in use for such 
departments, together with such other facts as the insurance com- 
missioner may require, on a blank to be furnished by him. If the 
certificate required by this section is not filed with the insurance 
commissioner on or before October thirty-first in any year, the 
city, town or village so failing to file such certificate shall forfeit 
the payment next due to be paid to said board of trustees, and the 
insurance commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treas- 
urer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same 
shall constitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund. 


6072—Fire Departments To Be Members of State Association And 
Send Delegate To Meeting 
For the purpose of supervision and as guaranty that the pro- 
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visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or village shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. 


6073—No Discrimination on Account of Color 

Inasmuch as there are in a number of towns and cities of this 
state fire companies composed exclusively of colored men, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the local board of trustees shall make no 
discrimination on account of color in the payment of benefits. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
pay to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire- 
men’s Association one-sixth of the funds arising from the five per 
cent. paid him by the insurance commissioner each year, to be used: 
by said North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Association for 
general purposes. 

Section 2. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this act shall be in force and effect from and 
after its ratification. 


In the General Assembly, read three times and ratified, this 
21st day of February, 1925. 


AN. ACT TO AMEND SECTION 6063 OF THE CONSOLIDATED 
STATUTES RELATING TO THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. That section six thousand sixty-three of the 
Consolidated Statutes be amended by striking out the word 
“incorporated” in line two (2) thereof, after the word “any” and 
before the word “town’’.

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CONSTITUTION 


Article I 


Section 1. This organization shall be known as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


Article II 
Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Statistician, 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee and will hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. 
Article II 


Section 1. The members of the Association shall consist of the 
several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of the Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm, Superintendents of 
Waterworks, Buildings and Electric Inspectors, and each regular 
organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments of the 
State; said persons and companies complying with the provisions 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, and all in- 
vidual members of such fire companies, who comply with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, shall, 
also, by virtue of their membership of such companies, be members 
of this Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits 
of this Association, and the funds disbursed by it, so long as said 
company remains a member.of the Association, and no longer. 
But should any member fail to pay his per capita tax, when called 
for, and in accordance with the By-Laws of the Association he 
shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 


Section 2. Any member injured or made sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of his duty as a Fireman, shall 
be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of 
this Association, as set forth and contained in the By-Laws of 
said Association; and should death result from such injury or 
sickness the widow, if any, of such deceased fireman shall receive 
such an amount and for such purposes as is set forth and con- 
tained in the By-Laws of this Association, and in case there is 
no widow, then the company of which such deceased fireman was 
a member shall receive such an amount and for such purposes 
as is set forth and contained in the By-Laws of this Association. 


Section 3. Every person or company eligible and desiring to 
become a member of this Association shall make application to 
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the Secretary, and at the same time pay to him the prescribed 
membership fee, and thereupon, if such applicant or company be 
eligible he or such company shall become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 4. All companies represented in this Association must 
be in full accord and in good standing in the Fire Department of 
the city, town or village where they are located, and if at any 
time they are not so, they shall forfeit all rights to membership 
in this Association, and companies that do not affiliate with the 
fire department of the city, town or village where they are located 
shall not be entitled to membership in this Association. 


Article IV 


Section 1. The annual meetings of the Association shall be 
held at such place as the Association shall select, if said Associa- 
tion selects such place, and if not, then the Executive Committee 
shall select the time of holding all annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 2. A failure to hold any annual meeting at the time 
designated in the Constitution shall in no wise make a dissolution 
of the Association. 


Section 8. The Executive Committee shall meet at such time 
and place as they may decide, on a call of the President or a 
majority of said Committee. 


Article V 


Section 1. If any vacancy shall occur by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise of any of the officers of this Association, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the 
unexpired term for which said officer was elected. 


Article VI 


Section 1. This Association shall have the power to alter, 
amend, repeal or revise this Constitution and the By-Laws by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the Association present entitled 
to vote; provided the proposed amendment shall have been sub- 
mitted in writing at a previous meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. . 
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By-Laws 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Article I 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
over the meetings of the Association and to counter-sign all orders, 
warrants or vouchers duly granted by the Association, Executive 
Committee or other officer of the Association. He shall receive 
$200.00 compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by 
warrant on the Treasurer issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to per- 
form all the duties of the President in his absence. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a com- 
plete record of all the proceedings of the Association; to receive 
and answer all communications pertaining to the Association; to 
keep a roster of the names of the different companies composing 
the Association and the individual members thereof; to collect the 
membership fee and the per capita tax, and to pay the same over 
to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and to issue all 
warrants and vouchers for the payment of all moneys expended 
by the Association or any o*‘icer thereof. He shall execute a 
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars to this Association for 
security of all funds in his hands to be approved by and filed 
with the President. All property, books and records in the hands 
of the Secretary, are and shall remain the property of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He shall receive $600.00 
compensation as annual salar~, to be paid quarterly by warrant 
on Treasurer, issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the 
President. 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys collected 
by the Secretary and give a receipt to him for the same; to collect 
and receive annually from the State Treasurer the amount appro-_ 
priated by the Legislature for the Firemen’s Relief Fund; to col- 
~lect and receive from the Insurance Commissioner the five per cent 
of the money collected from the Insurance Companies as prescribed 
by law in Section 6067 of the Consolidated Statutes of North Caro- 
lina. He shall disburse no moneys except on order issued by the 
Secretary and counter-signed by the President. At the annual 
‘meetings of the Association he shall make a full report of all the 
moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall execute a bond 
to the State of North Carolina as prescribed by law, which bond 
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shall be approved by and filed with the Treasurer of the State of 
North Carolina, and shall make a detailed report of the said Treas- 
urer of the State of North Carolina of the yearly expenditures of 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. He shall, also, execute a bond in 
the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars to this Associa- 
tion for the security of the General Fund, to be approved by the 
President and filed with the Secretary of this Association. All 
property, books and records in the hands of the Treasurer are, and 
shall remain the property of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. He shall receive $200.00 compensation as annual 
salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Treasurer issued 
by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Statistician to correctly 
compile the statistics of each village and city im the State of all 
matters pertaining to the fire service, annually correcting the 
previous reports, which shall include everything of interest to our 
firemen, and to be so arranged as to be comprehensive in every 
detail. The expenses of all printing, printed matter and postage 
necessary in sending for and receiving such information shall be 
paid by the Association. He shall receive $75.00 compensation as 
annual salary, to be paid annually by warrant on the Treasurer 
issued by- the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
have published the proceedings of the Association; to transact 
all business of the Association during the times intervening be- 
tween the annual meetings of said Association; to advise the 
Treasurer in the management of all funds of the Association. At ~ 
all meetings of the Executive Committee a majority of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum, and a majority of such quorum 
may determine all questions and transact all business the same as 
if all the said committee were present. 


Section 7. The expenses of the President when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of the Association, to be 
incurred at his discretion, shall be paid. upon warrant issued by 
the Secretary and counter-signed by the President, and the ex- 
penses of the other officers of the Association when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of said Association shall 
likewise be paid upon warrant issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 8. All moneys expended under this Article shall be 
paid out the General Fund of this Association, and not from the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. Provided, that the salary of the Treasur- 
er and printing of the minutes each year may be paid out of the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
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MEMBERSHIP 
Article II 


Section 1. Each fire company shall pay a membership fee of 
Five Dollars, and each Fire Chief, Assistant Chief, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, Superintendent of Waterworks, 
Building and Electric Inspectors, shall pay an annual fee of One 
Dollar, and all other members an annual fee of Fifty Cents each. 

Section 2. The annual fees above mentioned shall be paid on, 
or before the first day of January of each and every year, in ad- 
vance for the insuing year. And all members who fail to comply 
with this provision shall, thereon and by reason of such failure, 
cease to be members of this Association, and cannot again become 
members of this Association except by new application, made in 
regular form, and paying the prescribed fee for membership. 

Section 3. Any individual or company, members of this Asso- 
ciation who, at any time fail to act in a gentlemanly manner, may 
upon charges brought before the Association be expelled from said 
Association by a majority vote of the membershirp. 

Section 4. Any Honorary Fireman may, upon the payment of 
the annual fees, become a member of the Association, with all 
rights and privileges of any other member, except such Honorary 
Firemen shall not participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 


SICK AND DEATH BENEFITS 
Article III 


Section 1. Any member of this Association injured or made 
sick by disease contracted in the actual discharge of his duties as 
a fireman shall be entitled to the benefits from the Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund” of this Association, as follows: At the rate of $4.00 
per day while totally unable to attend to his ordinary business by 
reason of such injury or sickness for a period not exceeding one 
hundred days; but the Executive Committee may extend such 
benefits for good cause shown to the next annual meeting of the 
Association next after the expiration of the said period of one 
hundred days, and the Association at said annual meeting will, 
at its pleasure, determine the time for which such benefits may be 
received; and in case of death for such injury or sickness, this 
Association shall pay to the widow of the deceased $300.00 for 
- funeral expenses, and should the deceased have no widow, this 
amount shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Company of which 
the deceased was a member to be used by said Company to defray 
his funeral expenses. Provided that no fireman shall be entitled 
to receive any benefits under this section until the local Fireman’s 
Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been exhausted. 

Section 2. The Chief or Acting Chief shall certify before a 
Magistrate, Notary Public or other officer authorized to administer 
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oaths on blank form published by the Secretary of this Association, 
accompanied by a certificate of the attending physician, said 
certificate to be made on a blank furnished by the Secretary of 
this Association. 


Section 3. Applications for benefits shall be made to the Sec- 
retary in compliance with the form to be furnished by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose, and shall be made within thirty days 
after receiving the injury or contracting the disease complained 
of; but said time for making said application may be extended by 
the Executive Committee for good cause shown. 


Section 4. The action of this Association upon all questions 
that may arise as to granting or refusing relief and benefits, both 
as to the amount thereof and the person claiming, and upon all 
questions relating to the right or claim of membership, shall be 
final and conclusive, and the action of the Executive Committee 
upon said questions shall in like manner be final and conclusive 
until the same be changed by the Association at its annual meet- 
ings. 
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RULES GOVERNING Hose CoMPANIES 


HAND REEL CONTEST 
Two To Enter 


Sixteen men and a foreman allowed. 

Reel to carry not less than 148 feet of standard two and one- 
half inch hose to be connected on the start as when ready for duty 
to fires (three full threads) to run 100 yards, unreel not les than 
98 feet of hose, attach same to plug, screw pipe to hose (any size 
nozzle), throw water in quickets time. Water to show opposite 
or beyond the hyrant, or company shall be ruled out. The plug 
must be closed at the time of the company starting on the run, 
and shall be opened by the wrenchman. No straps or snap coup- 
lings allowed. 

No company shall be allowed to assist another. In the run 
each company is required to furnish a roll of its members to the 
Secretary of the Association on the morning after the first day, 
as early as possible. Fifteen minutes will be allowed. Each com- 
pany failing to start within that time shall be ruled out. Two 
entries required. No one allowed inside the ropes except the com- 
pany making the run. The company making the best time wins 
the first prize. No company allowed to enter more than one 


team. 
GRAB RACE CONTEST 


Company to run 50 yards, grab reel and run 50 yards to plug, 
unreel not less than 48 feet of hose, attach same to plug and throw 
water—drag rope to be put up or down (optional with company) 
Plug must be closed when company starts to run same as Reel Con- 
tests. Couplings to be broken opposite or beyond plug. Should 
butt or nozzle blow off, company be ruled out. 


HORSE REEL RACE 
Two To Enter 


Companies allowed the use of any four-wheeled Hose Carriage 
or Wagon, either one or two-horse, to carry not less than 250 feet 
standard two and one-half inch natural unstretched hose. Carriage 
or Wagon to be weighed; weight for one horse not less than 1,000 
pounds, exclusive of driver and men; the driver, buttman and 
coupling breaker shall ride on Carriage or Wagon, horse or horses 
to be hitched to hose Carriage and Wagon and to be given a moving 
start of 50 yards behind the actual starting line. The starting 
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to be so located as to be a 200-yard run for horse to hydrant, 
where company is to unreel. Time to be taken when front wheels 
of wagon pass over the starting line until water shows, unreel not 
less than 250 feet of hose, breaking couplings and attach pipe and 
show water. Water must show within 50 of the 250-foot line; 
hose to be reeled on carriage or placed on wagon, connected with 
three full threads. The plug must be closed at the time of the 
company starting and cannot be opened until hose is first started 
to be unreeled. Companies allowed five men in addition to those 
who ride, and can be placed in such positions as desired. Time 
taken from the first signal until water shows. If butt, or pipe 
blows off company shall be ruled out and hose must be let go be- 
fore pressure is taken off. Where ballast is used the certificate 
must show the kind of ballast and weight of same. 


OTHER EVENTS 


One Hundred Yard Foot Race 


Men to run 100 yards. Two men to be selected by the captain 
of each company. The one making the best time wins the prize. 


General Rules. 


All contestants will be required to take part in the parade, un- © 
less excused for satisfactory reasons, same to be made in writing. 


In no case will a second trial be allowed. 
Each company’s run will be decided by lot. 
Captains will select all judges on the morning of the contest. 


All competing companies must furnish the judges with weight of 
apparatus—to be weighed on city scales. . 


Companies wishing couplings—city Standard, eight threads to 
the inch—will be furnished with the same on application to the 
Chief of Fire Department. 


Hose will be furnished on the day of contest, if desired. 


No person will be allowed to enter any of the contests unless he 
is a bona fide member of the company with which he enters. 


N. B.—Judges must be governed by the rules, as no changes 
will be allowed under any circumstances. 
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Rules Governing Motor Contest at Fay- 
etteville Convention and Tourna- 


ment 1920. 


Rule 1. Contest shall be to test the efficiency of the men, and 
not for speed of truck. 


Rule 2. Team shall consist of not more than 8 men, one of 
whom shall be captain. Team to be sub-divided into 2 sub-teams, 
one for Hose contest and one for the Chemical, contest. The 
Hose team to consist of 1 wrenchman, 1 buttman, 1 slack-puller, 1 
coupling-breaker and 1 nozzleman. The Chemical team to consist 
of 2 laddermen and one climber—three men; total eight men. 


Rule 8. Truck shall be furnished by the city where Tourna- 
ment is to be held. Same truck to be used by all teams alike. A 
competent chauffer to be furnished by the city, to drive for all 
alike. He shall be sworn to give as near as is humanly possible the 
same start, the same speed and same finish to all teams alike. 


Rule 4. Truck to start from a standstill with men on truck, 
from a point not less than 200 yards from hydrant; to run with 
fair speed to all, breaking string that sounds starting gong going 
at hydrant, 100 feet from hydrant and pass hydrant and come to 
a full stop opposite the ladder-shed, which shall be erected on the 
opposite side of the street, 100 feet beyond the hydrant. (Hydrant 
to be on left, ladder-shed to be on right. 


Rule 5. Men to jump from truck, remove cap, connect hose to 
hydrant lay two sections of hose, break coupling, attach nozzle and 
show water at nozzle. The Chemical men to unship ladder, place 
same against ladder shed; the climber to mount same and touch 
bell on ladder-shed with his chemical nozzle. Bell to be erected 
on ladder-shed 14 feet from pavement to the center of bell. Ladder 
to be standard twelve foot truck ladder. 


Rule 6. ‘There shall be two sets of timers, one for the Hose 
contest, and one for the Chemical contest. Hose contest shall be 
WET, the chemical contest to be DRY. Time shall be taken by 
both sets of timers at the sound of the starting gong—until water 
shows at nozzle for the Hoseman, and from the touch of the 
chemical nozzle at top round of ladder-shed by the Chemical men. 
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Rule 7. In the Water Contest, coupling must be broken and 
water shown, opposite or beyond hydrant; hose must be laid in 
truck, same as for fire service; second coupling (the one to be 
broken) to be on three full threads and placed in truck, beyond 
the reach of the coupling breaker, until hose is commenced to be 
laid; buttman and slack-puller allowed not more than fifteen feet 
of slack to jump with; cap on hydrant to be three full threads. 


Rule 8. The time of the Hose service and the Chemical ser- 
vice to be kept separate. Separate prizes to be given to the win- 
ners in each contest. 


Rule 9. A neutral judge who is not in anyway connected with 
the team making the run, to ride on truck and report any infrac- 
tion of the above rules. 


Rule 10. No one except members of team starting with truck 
allowed to assist in any particular.

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION OF

This is to certify, that the undersigned, a majority who are 
citizens and residents of the State of North Carolina, do hereby as- 
sociate ourselves into a corporation, under and by virtue of an Act 
of the General Assembly of the State of North Carolina, Chapter 
106, of the Consolidated Statutes of North Carolina, known as the 
North Carolina Insurance Law, and the several acts and supple- 
ments amendatory thereof. 


1. The name of the corporation is The Firemen’s Fraternal In- 
surance Fund of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association.

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3. The location of the principal or head office shall be in the 
city of Concord, County of Cabarrus, State of North Carolina, but 
the same may be moved by said corporation or its board of direc- 
tors to any other city or town in said State. ; 


4. The objects for which this corporation is formed is to es- 
tablish and carry on a fraternal benefit fund for the purpose of 
making provision for the payment of a benefit in case of death of 
its members as result of disease, accident, or old age, and is or- 
ganized for the sole benefit of its members and their beneficiaries 
and designated in the insurance law as Fraternal Orders. 


5. Said corporation may make by laws for its government,

Name and Object 


Article 1. The name of this Association, which is organized 
by voluntary agreement of its members and under resolutions duly 
adopted by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, shall 
be known as “Fiermen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of 
North Carolina.” 


Article 2. The objects of said Association shall be to cement 
more firmly the bonds of fraternity and friendship now existing 
between the members of THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Article 8. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
created and maintained by assessment made upon its members, 
which shall become due and payable as provided in the By-Laws 
of the Association. 

Government 


Article 1. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
under the general control and supervision and management of the 
Executive Committee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. ’

Membership 


Section 1. Any active member in good standing with the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and any honorary mem- 
ber who has already served five years as an active fireman in a 
company having representation in the State Firemen’s Association 
and who has for the past five years been in good standing with the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be eligible for 
membership in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund. 


Sub.-Sec. 2. The application of any person presented to the 
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Secretary of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund for member- 
ship as an honorary member shall be accompanied by a sworn 
statement, sworn to and subscribed before a Notary Public by the 
three ranking officials of the Department or organization to which 
applicant has belonged to, or affiliated with, stating that such 
applicant has been an active member of an organized Fire Depart- 
ment in the State of North Carolina and is in good standing in 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and has been for 
the period of FIVE years immediately preceeding the presenta- 
tion of his application. 


Sub.-See. 3. No application presented for membership either 
active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund if the age of the applicant is in 
excess of 50 years. 


2. Any member whose name shall have been dropped from the 
Roll of Members for non-payment of assessments may be resinstat- 
ed in his membership upon application, and upon showing, by 
medical certificate, that he is in good health at the time and upon 
paying to the Secretary the sum of $2.20 together with 12 past due 
assessments: Provided, however, that no member so in default 
shall be allowed more than one application for re-instatement. 


Beneficiaries and Certificates 


38. <A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each mem- 
ber of THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, signed by the President 
and Secretary, which certificate, among other things, shall set forth 
the name, age, place of residence of the member, and also the 
name, age, place of residence and relationship of the Beneficiary 
named and designated by the member at the time of his applica- 
tion. 


4. The Beneficiary shall be named and designated by the mem- 
ber at the time of his application for membership, and shall be a 
near relative of the applicant. Provided; that in exceptional cases; 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee, the applicant 
may designiate his estate as beneficiary. 


5. The designated Beneficiary may be changed at the pleasure 
of the member upon surrender of his Certificate of Membership 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, and thereupon a new Certificate 
of Membership, with the name of the new beneficiary therein 
stated, shall be issued to him. Upon surrender of any Certificate, 
the President and Secretary shall cancel the same. 

6. In case the certificate of Membership shall be lost or de- 
stroyed, and a member desires to procure a new Certificate of

Membership or desires to change the beneficiary designated therein, 
he shall have the resignated beneficiary, if living, join in the appli- 
cation for a new certificate, or for change of the Beneficiary; Pro- 
vided, that in case the designated beneficiary be dead, proof of 
such fact must accompany the application for a new certificate, 
or for change of the beneficiary. 


7. In case the designated beneficiary shall pre-decease the 
member, and the member shall die without having designated a 
new beneficiary, then, and in that event, the amount payable un- 
der the Certificate of Membership shall be payable to the heirs 
at law or legatees of such deceased member, according to the laws 
of the State of which the deceased member was a citizen at the 
time of his death. 

Payment of Beneficiary Fund 


Upon receiving satisfactory notice of the death of a member of 
THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, the President and Treasurer 
shall immediately forward to the beneficiary designated in the 
Certificate of Membership, if living, or to the heirs at law or 
legatees of such deceased member, if known, and the designated 
beneficiary be dead, a check for a sum of not less than Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars if so much be in the Treasury at the time, 
and as soon hereafter as practicable, not exceeding sixty days, 
the balance collected upon the assessment made on account of the 
death of such deceased member: Provided, that no amount great- 
er than One Thousand Dollars of the sum collected upon the as- 
sessment made for the death of any deceased member shall be 
paid to the designated beneficiary, if living, or to the heirs at law 
or legatees of the deceased member, if the resignated beneficiary 
be dead at the time of the levy and collection of such assessment, 
Provided, further that One Dollar from every assessment in excess 
of One Thousand Dollars collected from members shall go to es- 
tablish a surplus fund. 


Assessment and Beneficiary Fund 
1. Each member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation becoming a member of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund of the State of North Carolina shall pay in advance to the 
Secretary, the sum of $2.20 which shall constitute the first two 
assessments. 


2. Upon the death of any member of the Association, there 
shall be levied upon each member an assessment of $1.10, and 
there shall be levied as many assessments as there shall be deaths 
of members, to the end that the primary fund arising from the 
first two assessments shall be maintained intact as nearly as pos- 
sible. 
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3. All assessments shall be levied by the Secretary, notice of 
which shall be promptly given to each member, and shall be pay- 
able to said President and Secretary within thirty days after the 
same shall have been made. 


4, Any member who shall fail to pay the assessment levied, 
and being in default in payment thereof for thirty days after 
notice of such asséssment, shall cease to be a member of THE 


FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 


STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, and shall forfeit all interest 
therein, unless reinstated as herein provided. 


5. The sum arising from assessments shall be apportioned and 
applied as follows: Ten (10c) cents to each assessment shall be 
applied to the account of salary and expenses of one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar thereof, not to exceed One Thousand Dollars, as heretofore 
provided, to the beneficiary of the member for whose death the 
assessment may be levied. 


6. Upon payment of the full amount collected upon an assess- 
ment on account of the death of any member of the. Fund, the 
President and Secretary shall cancel the certificate of membership 
of such deceased member. 

Amendments 


These By-Laws and Regulations may be repealed, amended or 
added to by vote of two-thirds of the Executive Committee at any 
regular meeting, or at a meeting called for that purpose, same 
to be subject to approval of the NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION at its next regular meeting. 


Application blanks and Forms of Certificate of Membership 
were offered for inspection and the question of the exact forms 
left open for future action. 


Upon motion of Capt. McNeil the election of a board of direc- 
tors resulted as follows: James H. Wood, John L. Foister, Charles 
Schnibben, R. E. Currier and John L. Miller, the same persons as 
now constitute the Executive Committee of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. The work of the incorporators hay- 
ing been completed, the meeting was adjourned.

IMPORTANT: You are required to observe the following BY- 
LAWS of the State Association and Concolidated Statutes 
of North Carolina. 

PER-CAPITA TAX TO BE PAID: You are required to pay your 
per-capita tax on or before January Ist. each year. BY- 
LAWS, Article II. Section 1. 

REPORT TO BE FILED: You are required to report to the 
Insurance Commissioner each year on or before October 
31st. on blank furnished by the Insurance Commissioner, 
the condition of your fire fighting equipment, etc., Con- 
solidated Statutes, Section 6071. 

TO SEND REPRESENTATIVE TO ANNUAL MEETING: You 
are required to send a representative to the annual meet- 
ing of the State Association. Consolidated Statutes, Sec- 
tion 6072. 

TO FILE REPORT OF THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND: The 
Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of your local Relief 
Fund is required to make report of the condition of the 
fund for each year ending June 30th., to the Secretary of 
the State Association on blank furnished from his office. 
Consolidated Statutes, Section 6070. 

WHEN THESE REQUIREMENTS ARE MET: When these re- 
quirements are met you will be in good standing with the 
State Association, and will have complied with all Statutes 
relative to the Firemen’s Relief Fund, disbursed by the 
Insurance Commissioner’s Office. 
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
